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Efficiency Of Militia 
At Stake In Budget

HAVE been informed that the 

budget submitted by the President 
to Congress reduces the appropriation 
for Summer training by $1,383,778.00 
and also makes a reduction in the ap- 
propriation for armory drill pay. 

I am also informed that two restric- 
tions are imposed with regard to these 
items—one to the effect that “attend- 
ance at camps of instruction shall be 
so limited that the costs of such 
camps, together with the expenses un- 
der this item, can be met within the 
amount made available in this Act for 
such camps” and the other applying to 
armory drill pay nad being to the fol- 
lowing effect: “Provided that for the 
fiscal year 1933, armory drills shall be 
restricted to such number as can be 
provided without exceeding the amount 
made available in this act for such 
drills.” 

Already Reduced to Limit 

The proposed reductions are unfor- 
tunate enough. The size of the Guard 
has been cut down to a minimum. And 
past experience shows that the Guard 
has developed such an esprit de corps 
that its units take to camp practically 
their entire strength. For several 
years there has been a deficiency on 
the item for Summer training camps 
of over $1,000,000.00 and it has been 
necessary to apply for a deficiency ap- 
propriation to pay the expenses of 
training these men whose interest and 
zeal cause them to perform this mili- 
tary duty. 

The proposed restrictions are espe- 
cially unfortunate, as the units of the 
Guard have been reduced in strength 
to the very minimum necessary for 
training; if such restrictions go into 
effect, it will be as disastrous as in- 
structing a football coach that he must 
train his football squad, but operate 
only with six men. You can not oper- 
ate a team without the necessary mem- 
bers of the team and we have been al- 
ready reduced to that limit. 

Intent of Congress Clear 

The other restriction will require a 
reduction in armory drills below the 
number of 58 required by law. 

The National Defense Act, which is 
the crystallization of the best thought 
of the period upon this subject, pro- 
vides that “Each company, troop, bat- 
tery and detachment in the National 
Guard shall assemble for drill and in- 
struction, including indoor target prac- 
tice, not less than 48 times each year, 
and shall, in addition thereto, partici- 
pate in encampments, maneuvers or 
other exercises, including outdoor tar- 
get practice, at least 15 days in train- 
ing each year, including target prac- 
tice, unless such company, troop, bat- 
tery or detachment shall have been 
excused from participation in any part 
thereof by the Secretary of War.” 

The Act clearly shows that Congress 
intended to say in the language quoted 
that, in view of the large expenditures 
made by the Government in the equip- 
ment of the Guard, these requirements 
were the very minimum which should 
be imposed upon the Guard in order 
to make it an efficient component of 
the Army of the United States. Dur- 
ing the term of office of President 
Coolidge, he issued an executive order 
suspending National Guard drills, but 
determined a day or so later that the 
President could not reduce the number 
of drills below the minimum of 48 
fixed by law. We are now told that 
the President can “excuse” the entire 
Guard from attending these drills re- 
quired by Congress. The courts, how- 
ever, have repeatedly defined the word 
Excuse”. An excuse is a plea offered 
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its satisfactory conduct.

The slice off the Air Corps’ item is 
$5,996,732, which brings its total down 
to $25,482,903. The result under such 
a cut would be that the Air Corps, al- 
ready virtually a year behind under 
the Five-Year Plan drawn up by Con- 
gress, would be greatly hampered in 
its development. Under such an ap- 
propriation the Air Corps of the Regu-

Hoover Aim Blow To 
Army Engineer Corps 





N the President’s annual message to 
Congress appears the following 
startling paragraph under the title 
“Reorganization of Public Works Ad- 
ministration: 


“T recommend that all building and_ 


construction activities of the Govern- 
ment now carried on by many depart- 
ments be consolidated into an inde- 
pendent establishment under the Presi- 
dent to be known as the ‘Public Works 


| Administration’ directed by a Public 


Works Administrator. This agency 
should undertake all construction work 
in service to the different departments 
of the Government (except naval and 
military work). The services of the 
Corps of Army Engineers should be 
delegated in rotation for military duty 
to this administration in continuation 
of their supervision of river and har- 
bor work. Great economies, sounder 
policies, more efficient coordination to 
employment, and expedition in all con- 
struction would result from this con- 
solidation.” 
Originally More Drastic 

The original draft of the President’s 
mesage, according to the information 
available, was even more far reaching 
with respect to the Corps of Engineers 
than appears in final form. As a civil 
engineer, the President felt that the 
services of the Corps should be per- 
formed largely under the new admin- 
istration, and he was inclined to mini- 
mize its value as a fighting unit. He 
was led to this view by the attention 
he paid to executive consolidation when 
the matter was under consideration by 
the Smoot commission, of which Post- 
master General Brown was a member. 
He found construction work being done 
by practically every executive depart- 
ment, and he came to the conclusion 
that economy and efficiency demanded 
its control by one office. Because of the 
huge amounts involved, totaling hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars annually, 
he felt that the control of the Public 
Works Administration should be exer- 
cised by the President himself and not 
by a Cabinet head. 

But apparently, the President was 
bothered about the position the En- 
gineer Corps should have in the pro- 
posed establishment. He knows _ the 
reputation of the Corps, of the effi- 
ciency and integrity it has displayed 
throughout its existence, of the confi- 
dence of the country in its honesty and 
ability. He was aware of the disap- 
pearance of the “pork barrel” in river

Importance As Military Unit 

What the President at first failed to 
realize was the importance of the Corps 
as a military unit, and it would appear 
from his message that he still failed 
to realize it when he wrote the para- 
graph quoted. Just what he means by 
the statement that the Corps should be 
delegated “in rotation for military 
duty to this administration” no one 
seems to know. It was suggested to 
the President that the word “for” was 
a misprint for the word “from,” so that 
the sentence should read “in rotation 
from military duty to this administra- 
tion. The Army and Navy Journal 
was informed, however, that the word 
“for” should stand. It is not clear 
how the Corps can be assigned for 
military duty to the new administration, 
for if there should be such assignment 
there would be no military duty to 
perform. 

Officials of the War Department do 
not believe there is any chance of the 
adoption of the President’s recom-

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EP!Tors stand divided on the matter of Mr. Walter Bruce Howe’s letter, as 

chairman of the board of directors of the Navy League, to the members of 
the board on the subject of the findings of the committee which President Hoover 
picked to report on the charges made by the League’s president. Some support 
the Navy League’s stand, others denounce it, and still others fail to take a stand. 


‘T IS evident that the Navy League intends to stick to its guns in the contro- 
versy with President Hoover over American naval development,” says the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger (Independent Republican). 

“Some of the committee’s inaccuracies as pointed out by Mr. Howe are so 
obvious as to be recognizable even by the inexpert. 

“The public is not particularly interested in these details. But it would like 
to have some assurance that the adequacy and efficiency of the United States 
Navy is not being impaired or endangered by the Hoover Administration’s policy. 
The impression is persistent that the Administration has no intention of further- 
ing the policy of building a ‘treaty navy.’ This impression has not been dimin- 
ished by the Hoover Committee’s report and the Navy League’s rejoinder.” 


“GRANT that the Navy League’s charges are correct and that the navy is 

inadequate,” states the Baltimore Sun (Independent Democratic). “A navy, 
after all, is not a glorified yacht club. It is designed for the specific purpose of 
protecting the country against an enemy. And the size of a navy must be based 
upon the size of the enemy’s navy. But upon this vital point the Navy League 
is silent. The statement, therefore, is like ‘Hamlet’ with Hamlet left out. In 
order to clarify the situation will not the Navy League be good enough to tell 
who is the enemy we are going to fight?”

Bureau of Navigation 


XTRACTS from the annual report 
of Rear Admiral Frank B. Upham, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
follow: 
General Considerations 

The efficiency of the Navy depends 
upon the maintenance at all times of a 
personnel possessing the highest pro- 
fessional attainments and morale, suf- 
ficient in number to provide officers and 
men to man the ships required under 
the current operating force plan and 
the shore stations, and with the re- 
serves, adequate to man fully the en- 
tire Naval establishment that will be 
immediately required upon the out- 
break of war. At the commencement 
of hostilities not only must the ships 
in commission be manned by their full 
war complement but ships out of com- 
mission must be so manned immediate- 
ly, and as additional vessels are ac- 
quired trained complements must be 
furnished them. In addition, the shore 
establishments will undergo immediate 
expansion and must be kept manned in 
order to carry on the important work 
it will be called upon to perform, and 
to provide additional trained personnel 
for the increasing forces afloat. 

Two sources of supply are available 
for this purpose: (1) The Navy, and 
(2) the Naval Reserve, including the 
Merchant Marine Reserve. 

Thus the personnel requirements of 
the Navy, in the event of war are: (a) 
Trained complements of officers and 
men for all vessels in active commis- 
sion at the time; (b) nucleus comple- 
ments for decommissioned and for aux- 
iliary ships called into active service; 
and (c) trained complements for the 
shore establishment which will serve as 
the nucleus for their expansion. 

These requirements clearly indicate 
that in time of peace all the ships op- 
erating should carry an excess of com- 
plement, as otherwise the fighting effi- 
ciency of these vessels will suffer at the 
very moment when it is necessary that 
it should be highest. 

Reductions Lower Efficiency 

During the past year the number of 
ships in active commission was mate- 
rially reduced. The proposed operating 
force plan for the fiscal year 1933 con- 
templates further reductions in the 
number of ships in full commission and 
reductions in the numbers of men al- 
lowed all types of combatant ships, ex- 
cept submarines. Such reductions must 
inevitably result in materially lowered 
training and efficiency, and in the event 
of war would be of the gravest conse- 
quence. Any decrease in the strength 
of the Navy in ships or in personnel 
must result in expenditures of funds 
many fold greater than savings tempo- 
rarily effected. This is the lesson of 
history. 

The fiscal year ending June 30, 1931, 





witnessed a reduction in the strength 
of the enlisted personnel, exclusive of 
those paid for by the Veterans’ Bureau, 
from 84,500, the number the Congress 
actually appropriated for, to 79,991, 
the number actually in the Navy on 
June 30. The need for rigid economy 
in governmental expenditures was un- 
doubtedly responsible for this reduc- 
tion, but it nevertheless was a severe 
blow to our Navy. Sixteen destroyers, 
16 submarines (11 R’s, 5 S’s), 1 subma- 
rine tender (Camden), 1 auxiliary 
(Procyon), and 1 mine layer (Aroos- 
took) were decommissioned but retain- 
ed ready for recommissioning; 9 sub- 
marines (O class), and 1 battleship 
(Florida) were decommissioned for dis- 
posal on account of their age, or con- 
dition, or in accord with treaty pro- 
visions. In addition, 8 destroyers and 
1 battleship (Arkansas) were formed 
into a training squadron and operated 
with greatly reduced personnel allow- 
ances. The Wyoming was converted 
into a training ship and operated with 
reduced allowances. In addition, 2 old 
light cruisers (Denver and Galveston) 
and some smaller craft were placed out 
of commission. Three new 8-inch cruis- 
ers (Louisville, Augusta and Chicago) 
were placed in commission and 1 new 
fleet submarine (V-6). 


Serious Impairment of National 
Defense 

This reduction in the strength of our 
enlisted personnel and in the number 
of ships retained in commission was 
made after the ratification of the Lon- 
don Treaty and with the Navy still 
greatly under the strength permitted 
us by that treaty and inferior to ratios 
prescribed by the Washington and Lon- 
don treaties. This is serious impair- 
ment of the strength of the Navy as 
an arm of national defense. 


The approved naval policy of the 
United States requires the creation, 
maintenance and operation of a Navy 
second to none, in conformity with 
treaty provisions. 

To maintain and operate a Navy sec- 
ond to none will require increase rather 
than decrease of enlisted and officer 
personnel. New ships are going into 
commission, but additional personnel 
are not being provided to man them 
and the necessary men are obtained 
only by decommissioning other vessels 
or still further reducing the enlisted 
allowances on those ships retained in 
comrrission. Once we reach the strength 
provided for under the London treaty, 
there will be little need for personnel 
increases, but until we reach that 
strength, additional personnel should 
be provided for new ships. This mat- 


ter was stressed in my last annual re- 
port when it was advocated that when 
ships were authorized and appropriated 
for, provision should be made for the 


authorizations and appropriations for warship construction. On the principle 
issue of veracity entailed in its latest outburst, it makes a mountain out of a 
molehill and quibbles over an error that very likely can be attributed to an em- 
ploye of the Government Printing Office. In spite of its pretentious rebuttal, it 
remains convicted of misrepresenting the policy of Mr. Hoover toward the United 
States Navy.” 


E Navy League makes at least one strong point in the ‘preliminary reply’ 
given by Walter Bruce Howe, chairman of its board of directors, to the re 
port of the Administration’s so-called ‘vindication committee’,” states the New 
York Evening Post (Independent Republican). “It shows that the committee’s 
main technical point against the league is an error, a strange and outstanding 
error. * * * This is an important ‘comeback.’ More interesting and more 
important is the marshaling of the evidence to show that the Administration is not 
and never has been favorable to developing the American Navy up to treaty 
standards. This matter. of ‘policy’ was conveniently excluded by the President’s 
committee. It is the very germ of the whole dispute. The ‘preliminary reply’ 
of the league is good, as far as it goes. But we cannot see why it was issued, 
Why does the league scatter its fire? Why does it ask us to await the ‘full re- 
joinder’? Why did it not give one complete, detailed answer and give it quickly 
enough to have the issues still fresh in the public mind?” 


“THERE is one striking omission in this ‘preliminary reply, however,” states 

the Boston (Mass.) Herald (Independent. “Mr. Gardiner charged that 
President Hoover and Premier MacDonald at their Rapidan conference had ‘ad- 
mittedly reached agreements that have never officially been divulged in their 
entirety.’ The League’s president also intimated that this explains why ‘the Ad- 
ministration refused to allow even an executive session of the Senate commit- 
tee on foreign relations to see the full record of its negotiations and possible 
commitments.’ 

“That statement was tantamount to a charge of bad faith on the part of 
the President, for, as the Hammond committee noted, the President had said in 
an official message that there were no secret agreements or understandings, 
promises or interpretations, nor any commitments of any sort. Further, the

“All this appears to be ignored in the ‘preliminary’ statement. It 
will not alarm the country in the least that the League and the President’s com- 
mittee do not agree on such matters. But a hint of bad faith is something in 
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which the country is interested, and it is high time the league recognized the fact.

Procurement Curtailed 

Not alone did the enlisted strength 
suffer during the lasi year. Despite 
the fact that the need for additional 
officers to man the treaty navy was 
clearly shown and that additional offi- 
cer strength could be attained only very 
gradually, and that by the year 1940 
sufficient officers could not be obtained 
even if five appointments to Annapolis 
were allowed each Senator and Con- 
gressman, the Congress reduced the 
number of appointments to three. This 
number is insufficient to furnish the 
Marine Corps and Staff Corps with 
their annual quota and maintain the 
line at its present strength. A mini- 
mum of four appointments is neces- 
sary, and this will not build up the 
strength of the line sufficiently by 1940 
to man the treaty navy even while op- 
erating under a modest operating force 
plan. 


Five appointments are essential for 
treaty navy requirements; four appoint- 
ments are essential to officer only the 
ships now in the Navy, building, and 
appropriated for. To fall short of this 
number of appointments will inevitably 
mean much greater increases and the 
establishment of new humps, the latter 
being the bane of Congress and of the 
Navy. 

Provision should be made for com- 
missioning the Naval Academy gradu- 
ates on a probationary status in the 
grade of ensign. Upon promotion from 
this grade to that of lieutenant (junior 
grade), relative rank should be deter- 
mined by competitive examinations and 
by their reports of fitness; after being 
promoted to lieutenant (junior grade) 
their commissions should thereafter be 
permanent. 

Aviation Activities a Drain 

To date the aviation activities of the 
Navy have expanded to such extent as 
to constitute an ever-increasing drain 
upon the officer and enlisted personnel. 
Since 1924 the line officer personnel as- 
signed to aeronautical duties has in- 
creased from 422 to 1,132 and the num- 
ber of enlisted men from 5,296 to 12,- 
639. During the same period the en- 
listed personnel has decreased from 
86,000 to 779,991 (exclusive of those 
paid for by the Veterans’ Bureau), so 
that there has been an actual oss of 
men available for the surface Navy of 
13,532. It has been possible to furnish 
officers and men for aviation activities 
only by successively decreasing the of- 
ficer and enlisted personnel allowances 
to ships in commission, so that today 
the average allowance of men on ships 
in commission is but 84.6 per cent of 
their war complement. For the fiscal 
year 1930 this was 87.9 per cent. For 
the moment, and until additional planes 
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and squadrons shall be authorized by 
Congress, the personnel for aviation 
units now in service are practically sta- 
bilized, and the drain on our sources 
of personnel is very much reduced. 

During the past year the bureau has 
made comprehensive studies of the offi- 
cers and men that will be required to 
man the treaty navy under various con- 
ditions. These studies clearly indicate 
the need for additional officers and for 
some additional men. Men can be ob 
tained upon comparatively short notice, 
as their period of training is only 
about three months before they are 
sent to sea. With officers the case is 
different, for an officer requires some 
four years’ preparation at Annapolis 
and some experience at sea before he 
is fully qualified to perform all the 
duties of an officer. 


Pay 

Despite the present distressing eco 
nomic situation that exists throughout 
the country, the pay situation con- 
tinues to be very unsatisfactory. A 
system in which the pay of junior offi- 
cers is greater than that of their se 
niors is basically unsound, and the 
present pay law, with its system of 
allowances, permits lieutenants under 
some conditions to draw more pay 
than the admirals under whom they are 
serving and bachelor officers at sea to 
receive materially less than married 
officers of the same rank and length 
of service performing identical duties. 
The increase in pay which the Navy has 
received since 1908 is but 11 per cent 
over that received at that time, and 
in spite of the present depression, 
which is but temporary, it is inade 
quate to meet the increased costs of 
living since 1908. The naval profes- 
sion is a consecrated one, one that re- 
quires great sacrifices from those who 
follow it. The loyalty and devotion 
which the officers of the Navy have for 
their country and for the Navy should 
be met by adequate and even generous 
reward. A pay law based on the living 
costs of 1908 is inadequate and out of 
date in 1931. If and when economic 
conditions warrant, the pay for officers 
in the higher grades in particular 
should be measurably increased, that 
the younger officers may feel the incen- 
tive to attain those grades, to enjoy 
the greater compensations while on the 
active list, and to enable them more 
adequately to meet the duties and re- 
sponsibilities which devolve upon them. 
The Joint Pay Committee, composed of 
the members of the House and Senate, 
expired with the last Congress without 
having held hearings.

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Marine Corps Generals 


[HE long-vacant Marine Corps gen- 
eral officer vacancies were filled 
Dec. 9, when President Hoover sent to 
the Senate the names of Brig. Gen. 
John Twiggs Myers and Col. James C. 
Breckinridge for promotion to major 
and brigadier general, respectively. 

Maj. Gen. Commandant Ben H. Ful- 
ler, whose permanent rank was briga- 
dier general, is given the permanent 
rank of major general. Maj. Gen. Lo- 
gan Feland’s temporary commission as 
major general is vacated and he is re- 
commissioned as major general, perma- 
nent. The promotions were incident to 
the retirement of Maj. Gen. Smedley D. 
Butler on Oct. 1, and although the 
recommendations of Secretary Adams 
were sent to the White House early in 
September, they were not approved 
until this week. 

General Fuller, who has been major 
general commandant of the Marine 
Corps since Aug. 5, 1930, succeeding 
the late Maj. Gen. Wendell C. Neville, 
entered the Marine Corps in July, 
1891, after graduation from the Naval 
Academy. Born in Michigan Feb. 27, 
1870, he has over two more years to 
serve as commandant, as he retires for 
age on that day in 1934. 

During the VPhilippme Insurrection 
General Fuller, then a captain, partici- 
pated in the battle of Noveleta, P. IL 
Later, for his service at Tientsin, 
China, in 1900, he was commended by 
the Navy Department for gallant, meri- 
torious and courageous conduct. He 
has commanded the Second Provisional 
Brigade of Marines in the Dominican 
Republic jand the First Brigade in 
Haiti, and previous to his appointment 
to his present post was assistant com- 
mandant. 

General Feland, who takes the per- 
manent major generalcy which General 
Butler held, was born in Kentucky, 
Aug. 18, 1869. He entered the Marine 
Corps as a first lieutenant in 1899, 
after service with the Army during 
the Spanish War. He served in France 
during the World War, first on General 
Pershing’s staff and later with the 
Fifth Regiment of Marines. He par- 
ticipated in the battles in the Chateau 
Thierry Sector and commanded the 
Fifth Regiment in the Aisne-Marne and 
St. Mihiel Offensives, and also at 
Champagne and Argonne Forest. 

For his “energy, courage and disre- 
gard for personal safety in voluntarily 
leading troops into action through 
heavy artillery and machine gun fire” 
at Bois-de-Belleau, General Feland was 
awarded the Army Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross. He was also awarded the 
Army Distinguished Service Medal, the 
Navy Distinguished Service Medal, the 
French Legion of Honor, was twice 
cited in orders and holds six Croiz de 
Guerres. For service in command of 
the Second Brigade of Marines in Nic- 
aragua in 1928 and 1929, General Fe- 
land received a Distinguished Service 
Medal Star. He is now in command 
of the Marine Corps Department of 
the Pacific.

Army Bills 

Representative James, of Michigan, 
introduced a bill (HR 123) providing 
that “the officer of the Army who has 
served more than 10 years as Chief of 
the Surgical Service at Walter Reed 
General Hospital and who also served 
in the World War as Director of the 
Professional Services, Medical Depart- 
ment, AEF, shall, after retirement, re- 
ceive pay at the rate prescribed by law 
for’ a retired major general of the 
Army.” This bill refers to Col. Wil- 
liam F. Keller. A similar bill was be- 
fore the previous Congress. 

General Martin, of Oregon, intro- 
duced a measure (HR 37) which would 
give advanced retired rank, without ad- 
ditional pay, to officers, general officers 
excepted, who served in the Spanish- 
American War or the World War. The 
bill provides that such officers when 
placed on the retired list shall be en- 
titled to a rank one grade above that 
held by him at the time of such re- 
tirement and who did not get advanced 
rank for his services while on the ac- 
tive list shall also be advanced, unless 
they were previously advanced after 
retirement. 

Representative Lozier, of Missouri, 
introduced a bill (HR 422) “Provid- 
ing for the establishment of the Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing National Mili- 
tary Park near Laclede, in Linn Coun- 
ty, Mo.” 

Representative McSwain, of South 
Carolina, seeks through a bill (HR) 
373) to secure additional land for 
Walter Reed Hospital. 

Representative La Guardia, in HR 
835, would authorize the Secretary of 
War to “Clear such portion of Gover- 
nors Island as may be necessary for a 
public terminal aviation field.” 

Delegate Houston, of Hawaii, wants 
HR 303) to authorize the appropria- 
tion of $450,000 for the construction of 
a highway between Schofield Barracks 
and Honouliuli, on the island of Oahu. 

A bill (HR 271) was introduced by 
Representative Fish, of New York, to 
amend the act of March 3, 1927 (an 
act placing certain noncommissioned 
officers in the first grade), so that it 
would be extended to include all re- 
tired noncommissioned officers who 
held any grade specified in the law and 
who applied for retirement prior to 
April 6, 1917. 

Representative Celler, of New York, 
introduced a bill (HR 247) “to relieve 





the unemployment emergency by 
amending the National Defense Act so 
as to organize a special Army Reserve, 
in which unemployed men to the num- 
ber of 250,000 may enlist for a period 
of not to exceed one year.” The bill 
provides that in addition to their mili- 
tary training such men would be given 
such instruction as would help them 
in returning to civilian life.

Representative Crisp, of Georgia, 
sponsors a resolution (HJR 35) author- 
izing the National Masonic Memorial 
Association to erect and maintain a 
building upon the United States mili- 
tary reservation of Ft.

Navy Bills 

Representative Lankford, of Virginia, 
introduced a bill (HR 438) to authorize 
the completion of barracks buildings 
and mess halls for enlisted men at the 
Naval Operating Base, Hampton 
Roads, Va., at a cost not to exceed 
$1,150,000. 

Representative French, of Idaho, in a 
bill (HR 409), would provide for the 
payment of a discharge gratuity to en- 
listed men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps. The bill would give to those in 
the service at the time the bill passed 
who become eligible for transfer to the 
Fleet Naval Reserve and Fleet Marine 
Corps after 16 and 20 years’ service, 
the option, if they do not wish to re- 
enlist, of being so transferred or being 
given an honorable discharge and a cash 
gratuity equivalent to one year’s pay 
of the grade in which serving plus the 
yearly sum of all permanent additions 
to which entitled by law. To those 
enlisting after the passage of the bill, 
Mr. French would withdraw the privi- 
lege of transferring to the Fleet Re- 
serve and would merely give them the 
gratuity. 

Representative Gambrill, of Mary- 
land, introduced a bill (HR 282) au- 
thorizing an appropriation for the erec- 
tion of a memorial to the officers and 
men of the Navy who were killed when 
a boiler of the USS Tulip exploded 
near St. Inigoes Bay, Md., in 1864. 

Mr. Gambrill also introduced a bill 
(HR 281) providing that Navy Profes- 
sors of Mathematics shall be credited 
for pay and other purposes with all 
professional service rendered the Navy 
Department previous to being commis- 
sioned and prohibiting other construc- 
tive service being credited to them. 

Representative Curry, of California, 
has a measure (HR 262) authorizing 
the replacement of the causeway over 
Mare Island Strait at a cost not to 
exceed $950,000. In another bill (HR

Extra Holidays for Navy

days, December 25 and January 1, fall- 
ing on Friday, commandants and com- 
manding officers are authorized to close 
navy yards ard naval stations on Sat- 
urday, Dec. 26, 1931, and Saturday, Jan. 
2, 1932, if in their opinion such action 
will be advantageous to employes and 
to the government and will not delay 
necessary work. Employes who have 
accrued leave and due will be granted 
leave with pay, otherwise without pay 
on these days.”

This is 
due mainly to the fact that owing to lowered commodity costs there will be car- 
ried forward into 1933 large stocks of subsistence, clothing, and other supplies, 
and to a decrease in the present estimates from the appropriations for 1932 of 
funds to carry forward the Army building program. The postponement of other 
projects where practicable without serious detriment to the maintenance, opera- 
tion, and training of the Army has also been a material factor in effecting re- 


ductions in the estimates for 1933. 


“Provision is made in these estimates for average active strengths of 12,000 
commissioned officers, 924 warrant officers, and 118,750 enlisted men of the Reg- 
ular Army, and 6,500 enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts; for an actual average 
strength of 185,000 officers and men of the National Guard; for the training of 
20,722 members of the Organized Reserves for varying periods; for the enroll- 
ment and instruction of 127,565 students in Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
units in schools and colleges and the training of 7,200 of this number in 42 
camps; and for 30 days’ attendance at citizens’ military training camps of 37,500

Awarded Navy Cross 


HE Secretary of the Navy in the

States has awarded a Navy Cross to 
Lt. Comdr. Ryland D. Tisdale, USN, for 
his services in command of the USS 
Palos, gunboat, when that vessel pro- 
tected Americans} and foreigners at 
Changsha, Hunan, China, in July, 1930, 
during an attack and subsequent loot- 
ing of the city by a Communist band. 
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Navy Budget Statistics 


REFERENCE to the Naval appropriations was made by President Hoover in 
his message transmitting the Budget to Congress, as follows: 

“For the Navy Department the items contained in the estimates for pur- 
poses of national defense for 1933 amount to $342,606,000. The comparable 
amount appropriated for 1932 is $359,694,000. This indicates a decrease under 
1932 of $17,088,000. This decrease includes $15,000,000 for ordinary mainten- 
ance and operating expenses of the fleet and the shore establishment, $8,000,000 
for shore projects, and $7,150,000 for construction of new ships. It provides an 
increase of $15,000,000 for modernization of battleships. The items for ordinary 
maintenance and operation of the fleet and shore establishments provide for 
maintaining during 1933 an average of 79,700 enlisted men of the Navy, the 
same as provided for 1932, and an average of 15,343 enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps as against 17,500 men provided for 1932. Under these estimates no fight- 
ing vessels will be decommissioned and no navy yards or training stations will 
be closed. Other decreases in requirements are due in part to the continuation 
of the so-called “rotation plan” for the employment of vessels, recently adopted 
by the Navy Department, which lends itself to both economy and efficiency in 
fleet operations, and in part to reduced costs of supplies and materials. 

“The estimates of $31,400,000 for the construction of new vessels, compared 
with the appropriation of $38,550,000 for 1932, indicates a decrease of $7, 150,000. 
This, however, is a facial decrease only. When the cash balances to be carried 
forward from prior years, and the amount to be made available by transfer from 
the naval supply account fund, are taken into consideration, the total that will 
be available for ship construction in 1933 is estimated at $57,000,000. The avail- 
ability for 1933 exceeds in amount the expenditures for ship construction in any 
one of the last 10 years. The expenditures in 1923 were $46,682,000; 1924, $41,- 
697,000; 1925, $34,022,000; 1926, $25,250,000; 1927, $27,430,000; 1928, $36,935,000; 
1929, $46,760,000; 1930, $49,872,000; 1931, $37,944,000; and for 1932 are estimated 
at $53,000,000. The amount available for 1933 will provide for normal progress 
in construction of every vessel now authorized by law and permitted under 
treaty restrictions except six destroyers the laying down of which has been post- 
poned and, in addition, for beginning construction of one more 8-inch-gun 
cruiser in January, 1933, which is the earliest date permitted under the terms of 
the London Treaty.”

XTRACTS from the annual report 
of Admr. William V. Pratt, Chief 
of Naval Operations, follow: 
Employment of Forces 

The operations of our naval forces 
during the past year had the following 
objects in view: 

(a) Exercise and train the units of 
the fleet to the highest state of effi- 
ciency and provide a nucleus for ex- 
pansion in case of natiorial emergency. 

(b) Protect American interests in 
disturbed areas. 

(c) Assist countries to which United 
States aid has been extended. 

(d) Cultivate friendly relations with 
foreign peoples. 

Operating-Force Plan 

For the first three months of the 
fiscal year the operation of naval forces 
was based upon a total of 84,500 men. 

During September a study was made 
of the organization of the United States 
Fleet. A new fleet organization de- 
signed in the interests of efficiency and 
to carry out the provisions of the Lon- 
don Treaty for the reduction and ‘lim- 
itation of naval armament was deter- 
mined upon. 

The new organization permitted a re- 
duction of 4,800 men, and the operation 
of naval forces was thereafter based on 
79,700 men. Of this number, 11,740, or 
approximately 14.7 per cent, are as- 
signed to aviation duties or to vessels 
and shore stations connected solely with 
aviation. This percentage may be com- 
pared with 12.7 per cent for the fiscal 
year 1930, and 4.9 per cent for the fiscal 
year 1923. 

By the reorganization the following 
ships were decommissioned: 

One battleship. 

Sixteen destroyers. 

Twenty-five submarines. 

Two light mine layers. 

One mine layer, second line. 

One submarine tender. 

One miscellaneous vessel. 

Seventy-nine thousand, seven hun- 
dred enlisted men have been appropri- 
ated for for the fiscal year 1932. 

Conditions in Nicaragua 

In so far as the bandit situation is 
concerned, the past fiscal year showed 
no marked improvement over the pre- 
vious one. The number of contacts be- 
tween bandits and the Guardia actual- 
ly was greater than in the previous 
year, but this undoubtedly was due 
more to the improved efficiency and in- 
creased activity of the Guardia than to 
an increase in bandit activity. Almost 
without exception, the Guardia was suc- 
cessful in these encounters and their 
casualties were insignificant in com- 
parison with the losses inflicted upon 
the bandits. 

Fleet Tactics 

Tactical exercises have been carried 
out periodically by all units of the 
United States Fleet. The Asiatic Fleet 
has conducted such exercises as the po- 
litical conditions in China have per- 
mitted. 

Minor joint exercises with the Army 
were held as often as opportunity of- 
fered. These exercises are of value in 
developing cooperation between the 
services and in bringing about a better

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
understanding of each other’s prob- 
lems. 

Continual, but necessarily slow, prog- 
ress is being made in the development 
of tactics for the fleet and for each 
combatant type of vessel. Annual fleet 
concentrations and periodic tactical ex- 
ercises are of the utmost value for 
training the personnel of the fleet. 


Gunnery Exercises 

In general, the firing of all classes, 
except the new 8-inch-gun cruisers, 
were satisfactory and showed an in- 
creasing proficiency over the previous 
years. The gunnery schools are now 
well established in the battleship, light 
cruiser, and destroyer forces, and the 
summer work of the schools is clearly 
reflected in improved performances in 
the subsequeet firings. The submarine 
command organization has been altered 
in such a manner as to give better su- 
pervision of and instruction in their fir- 
ings. The bombing by the aircraft 
squadrons showed marked improvement 
over past years. 

The 8-inch-gun cruiser personnel were 
operating new ships and new orénance 
and ordnance equipment. The results 
of their firings were naturally not of 
as high a standard as may be expected 
in the coming year. 

The forms of practices for all classes 
were substantially the same as those of 
former years and serve to give sound 
all-around training in elementary and 
battle problems. 

The fire of the antiaircraft batteries 
of both battleships and light cruisers 
continued unsatisfactory. It is expect- 
ed that the coming year will see an im- 
provement in antiaircraft gunnery due 
to studies made during this year. 

In the coming year a battleship and 
a destroyer radio-controlled target will 
be available for the study of various 
gunnery problems which have neces- 
sarily awaited a high-speed target. It 
is hoped to have the use of these tar- 
gets for a considerable number of years. 

The fleets continued to display a keen 
enthusiasm for small-arms firing. An 
increased number of officers and men 
qualified in the various arms and the 
standard of navy marksmanship in the 
fleet matches is high. 

Engineering Performances 

During the fiscal year the battleships 
Utah, Florida, Arkansas and Wyoming 
dropped out of the competition by rea- 
son of changed status and the Penn- 
sylvania and Arizona did not partici- 
pate owing to modernization. All other 
battleships have participated and gen- 
erally have maintained records which 
compare favorably with former years. 

All the 6-inch-gun light cruisers of 
the light cruiser class competed 
throughout the year and the Salt Lake 
City and Pensacola entered the com- 
petition at midyear. The records of 
the performances of this class in engi- 
neering compare favorably with former 
years. 

The recommissioned destroyers have 
shown a gradual improvement with each 
month, 

The engineering performances of the 
tender, transport, gunboat and mine- 
Sweeper classes have continued satis- 
factory and in some cases have shown 
& marked improvement. 

The facilities of the Naval War Col- 
lege are inadequate to the proper car- 
Tying on of its work with the greatly 
increased number of officers now in at- 
tendance. 

The work of selecting the more im- 
portant of the World War records and 
editing and preparing them for publica- 
tion has progressed satisfactorily. 
These records are in such condition 
that printing may be begun within the 
next fiscal year. A draft of the pro- 
posed legislation to provide for their 
publication is under consideration. 

Due to limited funds the conversion 
of the Jason has not been completed, 
although she continues to act in the 
Capacity of an aircraft tender.

THE lst Engineers, commanded by

necessary to complete in as short a 
time as possible. 

The Camp Dix, N. J., construction 
program was the first, as it had to be 
completed in order to make facilities 
available for the CMT Camps. 

Then came the hike across New Jer- 
sey, followed immediately by a drive 
to get Ft. Du Pont in proper condition 
for the accommodation of 180 reserve 
officers whose two weeks’ course of 
training became the next regimental 
objective. 

These projects were carried out con- 
currently with a rushed program of 
training with the new pontoon equip- 
ment, including a test of its ability to 


support safely the 155 GPF gun and | 


the 23-ton tank. Meanwhile, rifle 
practice, renovation of the post water 
supply and sewage systems, painting 
of buildings, both inside and outside, 


and other important projects were in- 
itiated and brought to a conclusion. 

This was followed by an intensive 
course of training preparatory to the 
Corps Area Commander’s tactical in- 
spection. Meanwhile, the 2d Battalion 
had departed for a three-months’ task 
at Camp Dix, consisting of the con- 
struction of concrete block mess halls 
and latrines for the accommodation of 
250 men. 

The ist Battalion, the Headquarters 
and Service Company and the band 
took part in the annual demonstration 
at Aberdeen Proving Grounds, and 
then the 1st Battalion was assigned the 
task of moving one set of officers’ 
quarters across the Delaware River 
from Ft. Mott to Ft. DuPont. 

Some of the projects now under con- 
sideration are: A nine-hole golf course, 
two swimming pools, the redesign and 
complete alteration of the post gym- 
nasium, the construction of a new 
theatre, to seat 600 people, and altera- 
tion of the interior of the officers’ 
club. The regiment is scheduled to 
leave for Camp Dix, N. J., on March 
15, for a Spring and Summer pro- 
gram of construction there.

Mare Island; and the navy yard, Puget | 


Sound, and the air station at Pensacola 
are entirely unsuitable. They are old 
buildings, of war-time construction, and 
can not last much longer. At the 
training station, Hampton Roads, five 
barrack buildings are nearing comple- 
tion, and when finished will provide 
modern and up-to-date housing for 
about one-half the men. There is 
every need for proper barracks at the 
points above enumerated; from the 
point of view of sanitation alone steps 
should be taken to provide them at a 
very early date. 

Quarters for bachelor officers at the 
naval air station, Pensacola, are much 
needed, as the quarters there are in poor 
shape and inadequate. Additional offi- 
cers’ quarters are urgently needed at 
the Naval Academy and for the com- 
mandant and senior officers at the Canal 
Zone. These matters have all been con- 
sidered by the Navy Yard Development 
Board and are included in the approved 
projects, but until they are built the 
need for them will continue. 

Commissioning of 1932 Class 

The Naval Academy class graduating 
in June, 1932, will probably somewhat 
exceed 400, and unless Congress adopts 
a similar measure this year, or passes 
a general law authorizing the commis- 
sioning of all graduates of the Naval 
Academy who are physically qualified, 
it will not be possible to commission 
all these graduates as ensigns. As I 
have pointed out above, there is need 
for these young officers in the service. 
It is important that they be commis- 
sioned. When as now they are actually 


needed in the Navy, it is an economic | 


loss to discharge them to civil life. 

The Staff Corps are being maintained 
at a number sufficient to conduct effi- 
ciently the upkeep and business opera- 
tions of the present Navy and to safe- 
guard its health. 

The procurement of officers for the 
Medical Corps and for the 
Corps of the Navy is discussed in the 
report of the Surgeon General. The

make the necessary report and recom- 
mendations as to promotion and per- 
manent commission or discharge. Dur- 
ing the probationary period officers 
should receive all the benefits of the 
present law covering retirement for 
physical disability. : 

Recently a thorough study has been 
made of the personnel requirements of 
vessels of all types for war. As a re- 
sult, new complements have been ap- 
proved for all vessels. These will short- 
ly be issued to the service and will be 
changed only when required by new in- 
stallations. 

For the fiscal year 1931, the per- 
centage of reenlistments was 78.5, the 
highest ever attained under normal con- 
ditions. While this high figure may 
be attributed partly to the economic 
depression existing, it is undoubtedly 
indicative of the high state of morale 
of the enlisted personnel. 

As a consequence of greater success 
in qualifying student naval aviation 
pilots at Pensacola, the number of en- 
listed pilots in service has been built 
up to provide for the 5-year aeronauti- 
cal building program, all former short- 
ages having been overcome. This has 
permitted a very considerable reduction 
of enlisted flight training activities,

The discipline among the officers of 
the naval service remains high. Dur- 
ing the year six line officers were dis- 
missed from the service. 


Recommendations 


The law prescribes promotion by se- 
lection in the Staff Corps, but makes 
no provision for forced retirements be- 
fore reaching the age of 64, with the 
result that officers in the Staff Corps, 
who have been passed over by several 
selection boards remain in their present 
grade, causing congestion in those 
grades and embarrassment to the bu- 
reau in assigning them to suitable bil- 
lets. Further, the entrance of suffi- 
cient new blood into the Staff Corps 
is blocked and decreased efficiency re- 
sults. The bureau is making a study 
of this condition with the view of mak- 
ing recommendations as to remedial 
legislation. 

At the present time the only way in 
which officers can be separated from 
the service except by retirement is as 
the result of a courtmartial or upon 
their failure to pass the mental, moral, 
and physical examinations required for 
promotion to the next higher grade. It 
is desirable that officers who give evi- 
dence of not having the qualities to 
make excellent officer material in the 
higher grades should be eliminated in 
the lower grades. This procedure 
would decrease the number to be elim- 
inated by selection boards in the higher 
grades and would be a kindness to the 
individuals, who, at comparatively early 
age, would thus be divorced from the 
service and enabled to enter civil pur- 
suits, instead of being forced out at 
more mature ages and when the open- 
ings in civil life would be much more 
restricted for the very reason of great- 
er age. It is believed that during the 
first three years of commissioned serv- 
ice officers should be on a probationary 
status, permanent commissions to be 
given only upon promotion to the next 
higher grade, after creditable service 
under probation and upon qualification 
by competitive examination for fitness 
in all respects for places on the Navy 
List, the Naval Examining Board to 








classes need be or will be scheduled at 
Pensacola for the calendar year 1932. 


At present there are undergoing 
flight training at the naval air sta- 
tion, Pensacola, Fla., enlisted students 
drawn from selected newly enlisted re- 
cruits and from more mature men of 
the general service. There was a short- 
age of enlisted pilots, the overcoming 
of which appeared to require the selec- 
tion of volunteer student naval aviation 
pilots from all available sources. As a 
naval aviation pilot, when designated, 
is a first-class petty officer, the policy 
of selecting recruits for training as 
student naval aviation pilots was em- 
ployed only as a temporary expedient 
and will be followed no further, now 
that it has accomplished its purpose of 
assisting in the development of naval 
aviation pilots to the numbers needed. 


Special Order, Discharges 

Due to the fleet reorganization, it 
was found necessary to reduce person- 
nel by 4,800 men. This was accom- 
plished by curtailment of recruiting and 
a most liberal treatment of special- 
order discharges. While it is realized 
that an unstable policy on special-order 
discharges results in annoyance to re- 
cruiting officers and commanding offi- 
cers, as well as to the bureau and the 
enlisted personnel, this method was 
used as the most expeditious way of 
obtaining the required results. The bu- 
reau has now returned to its regular 
policy in these cases.

WE SAY ADVISEDLY THAT the Army and National Defense are fortunate 
in having General Douglas MacArthur in the office of Chief of Staff. Through 
the parlous times of budget cuts, he has. conducted himself in a manner worthy 
of the high traditions of the Service, and as an example for future emulation. 
To him is due the credit for less reductions than were made. The Army and the 
country can be assured he will stand like a bulwark against anything levelled at 
further weakening of our power to protect ourselves in case of emergency. 





HERE NATURALLY WILL BE a great deal of speculation as to the exact 

meaning and scope of the President’s recommendation for the creation of a 
Public Works Administration. It has two aspects of direct application to the 
Service, first what he terms the “rotation” of the Engineer Corps with the pro- 
posed Administration, and second the transfer to that body of all public works, 
save those apparently of a technical character. In a previous paragraph sug- 
gesting the transfer to the Department of Commerce of the administrative func- 
tions of the Shipping Board, the President describes such action as “in keeping 
with that single responsibility, which has been the basis of our governmental 
structure since its foundation.” How he reconciles the dual control the Engineer 
Corps will suffer if his recommendation should be adopted, with this principle, 
we do not know and are at a loss to fathom. We do know, however, that the 
Corps, which stands out for the efficiency and honesty of its service, will be torn 
between its responsibility to the Army and to the new Administration, subjected 
on the one hand to military and on the other to political control, and its repu- 
tation endangered by the actions of its political superiors in connection with 
river and harbor work. 





WE ANTICIPATED THE PRESIDENT’S intention to juggle with the Engi- 

neer Corps, and to inform the country in advance of his message we printed 
in our last two issues articles descriptive of the fighting value of this great or- 
ganization. What Colonel Jonah said is well worthy of the careful consideration 
of every member of Congress and of the people generally. In printing these 
articles, we are told we have rendered a substantial service. We are glad this 
is so. But it is not enough. Those who believe Congress may not act are for- 
getful of the temptation to gain control of the millions which annually are spent 
by the Corps, and the bar to scandal which has existed in the integrity dis- 
played in the spending. To end the pork-barrel method, Congress paid the Corps 
the high honor of a lump sum appropriation for river and harbor work. If the 
President’s recommendation should be accepted—and politicians and contractors 
will work like beavers to bring it about—the appropriation will be made, per- 
haps in lump, perhaps piecemeal, under the Public Works Administration, and 
the Engineer Officers assigned to that Administration will carry out merely the 
orders given them by their civilian chief. They will do this well, of course, but 
theirs, also, unfortunately, will be the responsibility in case of extravagance or 
graft. In this connection, we recall the experience of President Roosevelt with 
reference to the construction of the Panama Canal. The personnel of the Com- 
mission constantly charged. Charges of extravagance and graft were rampant. 
Then Colonel Goethals was placed in charge. The charges and rumors ceased. 
The Canal was built in accordance with the high traditions of the Corps. Our 
readers know the military necessity of Engineers. Without their efficient service, 
no war could be won. That efficiency will be imperilled by “rotation,” and the 
Corps will be unable to function with the smoothness and effectiveness which now 
is the case. 

We shall hope Congress, supported by public opinion, will turn thumbs 
down on this unfortunate and wholly inadvisable proposal. 





WE PREDICT CONGRESS WILL hear emphatically from the National Guard 
on the proposal of the President to limit drill attendance to 75 per cent of 


the strength of each unit. The President holds that such action will not affect 
the morale or efficiency of this component. We take the liberty of differing with 
him. How far would a Big League baseball team get if it practiced with 75 
per cent of nine men? As an organization, it would not exist, and at the end 
of the season it would be so far down in the cellar that no one could find it. The 
President, as we have stated, sought to cut the number of drills legally required 
annually, but pressure caused him to reverse his action. Now by indirection he 
is seeking to get the result at which he aimed. We do not believe Congress will 
agree with him. Local conditions frequently require the use of the Guard for 
the restoration or preservation of order and the enforcement of law. The na- 
tional interest demands likewise an efficient force available to cooperate with 
the Regular Army. To reduce the attendance at drills would lead to malignering, 
excuses, a disposition to “let George do it.” In view of these and other reasons 
familiar to the Service and the Guard, we may expect the organizations in every 
State to insist that the budget figures be revised. 





THE RAID ON GOVERNMENT pay started with the opening of Congress. A 

bill providing for a ten per cent cut was introduced in the House, and like 
action probably will be taken by a member of the Senate. The House Appropria- 
tions Committee will insert a provision to the same effect in one of the early 
appropriation bills, and a vote on its adoption will take place, probably in both 
Houses. At the present time, there is no certainty of the defeat of the proposal. 
The fact that the President is against it may cause it to fall. The Secretaries 
of War and Navy are on record not only in opposition to any cut in Service pay 
but in favor, when conditions improve, of an increase. It is clear if a reduction 
should be ordered, the Army and Navy should be exempted. It is impossible for 
them, especially in the case of junior officers and noncommissioned officers, to 
make both ends meet, and we point out again that officers and men in debt can- 
not be efficient. The cuts ordered by the President now will bear heavily upon 
the Services and make it difficult for them to maintain their effectiveness. That 
burden should not be enlarged.

of Rear Admr. Charles Riggs, MC, 
USN, Surgeon General of the Navy, 


follow: 
Health of the Navy 

The statistics for the calendar year 
1930, show a distinct improvement in 
practically every phase of the health 
of the Navy. Thus the general admis- 
sion rate, 520.61 per 1,000, was lower 
than that for any previous year since 
1913; also, the number of sick days per 
person (10.99) was smaller than for 
any previous year since 1914, except 
1917 and 1925, and the figure is prac- 
tically the same as those for 1913, 
1914, and 1925, which were 10.04, 10.86, 
and 10.56, respectively. The death 
rate, 3.31 per 1,000, was lower than 
any previous rate since 1913, except 
1922 and 1926. Drowning, usually the 
leading cause of death, dropped to sec- 
ond place with a lower rate than any 
preceding year since 1887, the first 
year in which complete statistics were 
published in the Annual Report of the 
Surgeon General. The rate of avia- 
tion fatalities per 10,000 hours of fly- 
ing was lower than in any year since 
aviation became an important part of 
the program of naval activities. There 
was no major disaster during 1930. 
The prevalence of communicable 
diseases: was lower than the previous 
year. Only one epidemic of conse- 
quence occurred, that of dysentery 
among the forces afloat, in March and 
April, during the fleet concentration in 
the Guantanamo area. 

During the past fiscal year, with no 
sacrifice of efficiency, an adequate 
medical service has been supplied at 
a reduction of $0.1405 per patient per 
day in the cost of hospitalization (ex- 
clusive of pay of hospital staff) and 
a reduction of $237,759.31 in the total 
cost to the Navy for medical care as 
compared with the fiscal year 1930. 


Need for Dental Officers 

The number of dental officers le- 
gally authorized is inadequate to meet 
the needs of the entire personnel for 
dental service. A dental officer allot- 
ment of one officer for each 500 per- 
sonnel would be a more satisfactory 
apportionment. 

Attention is called again to the valu- 
able services rendered the Medical 
Corps by the chief pharmacists and 
pharmacists and the fact that no way 
exists at present by which these offi- 
cers may receive the benefits of higher 
rank. 

More satisfactory and expeditious 
handling of the large number of cases 
continuously awaiting prosthesis is de- 
pendent on an increased number of 
laboratories, enlargement of existing 
facilities, and to an increased assign- 
ment of dental officers to render this 
treatment. Compliance with all re- 
quests for dental prosthesis, in view of 
limitations of Dental Corps personnel, 
is not praticable. 

Overcrowding has been far too fre- 
quent an observation and complaint in 
the discussion of hygienic conditions in 
the experiences of 1930 and the re- 
ported incidence of communicable di- 
seases, particularly of the class trans- 
missible by oral and nasal discharges, 
is in part attirbuted to that fact—in 
some instances specifically; in others 
as a probability. 

Clothing 

In general, hygienic view continues 
favorable to the various articles of uni- 
form issued to enlisted men. The ex- 
ception as usual is the white cap, but 
only under the circumstances of de- 
pendence upon it as a_ protection 
against the sun’s rays in the Tropics. 
It is believed to be unsuitable and in- 
adequate for that purpose. While defi- 
nite morbidity is not reported as re- 
sulting from exposure incident to its 
use, nevertheless effects are regis‘e:ed 
in the organism and express them- 
selves subtly in impairment of function 
and physical efficiency. To a less ex- 
tent only, because of the visor and a 
reduction in exposure-time when wear- 
ing it, the officer’s cap is similarly 
criticized. The remedy recommended, 
not as a substitution but an addition, 
is the ventilated helmet. The clua:si- 
ness of this type of head gear in point 
of stowage and transportation and its 
relative expense and destructability 
are recognized, but its conceived and 
indeed proved hygienic value for tropi- 
Cal service seems to outweigh the dis- 
advantages. 

Deficiencies of the uniform in arti- 
cles fully protecting in extremely cold 
climates and harsh weather is a com- 
Plaint which has come from those ex- 
Posed to such conditions. The prepon- 
derance of service in tropical or sub- 
tropical latitudes during the Winter 
season develops at least an initial sus- 
Ceptibility to the effects of more rig-. 





Urges More Planes 


ONTINUATION of the airplane pro- 
curement programs of the Army 
and Navy after the expiration of the 
Five-Year Plans, in order to maintain 
stability in the aircraft industry, is 
urged in the annual report of the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics submitted to Congress this 
week through the President of the 
United States. 
“Because aviation is so vital to the 
National Defense, and because the 
Government is still the principal cus- 
tomer for aircraft, it is a matter of 
governmental concern that there should 
be maintained an adequate nucleus of 
an aircraft industry capable of expan- 
sion rapidly to meet needs in an emer- 
gency,” states Dr. Joseph S. Ames, 
chairman of the committee. 
“The Government is doing much for 
the support and development of avia- 
tion, but with the expiration of the 
original five-year aircraft procurement 
program of the Army and Navy noth- 
ing would have such a beneficial effect 
upon the stability of the aircraft indus- 
try as assurance of continuity of Gov- 
ernment procurement of military and 
naval aircraft.”

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| SERVICE NEWS AND. GOSSIP 


Army Legislation, Promotion and Housing—With the organization of the 72nd 
Congress rather slowly getting under way, prospects for any legislation of bene- 
fit to the Army appear rather dim. Friends of the service in Congress, can see little 
ahead except a fight against reductions in appropriations. The Administration’s 
budget calling for cuts, which vitally affect national defense, probably will be the 
center of controversy, with pressure beeing brought from both sides—for replace- 
ment of the cuts, and for further cuts. Hope is held by the House military com- 
mittee leaders for the enactment of a housing bill. Representative W. Frank 
James, ranking Republican, has a $15,000,000 housing bill and a $6,000,000 Air 
Corps technical construction bill, which he intends to introduce, and Representa- 
tive Percy Quin, who is to be chairman of the committee, states that he will back 
them. However, Senator David A. Reed, Senate committee head, states that in 
view of all the pressure for economy, he “does not see much chance for housing. 

In the matter of Army promotion, Senator Reed has not yet- made up his 
mind whether he will introduce and support the War Department measure pro- 
viding for promotion on length of service, which passed the Senate last Con- 
gress under the designation of S-4. He intends to hold an informal hearing on 
the War Department bill before deciding, he states. Sometime within the next 
few weeks, preferably before Christmas, the Senator expects to confer with Gen- 
eral MacArthur about the matter, and will not introduce a promotion bill until 
then. With Representative Quin opposed to any discussion of Army promotion 
at the present time, and Representative James against any bill which does not 
provide for revision of the promotion list, prospects are not very bright. Until 
and unless Senator Reed decides to support the MacArthur bill, it is not very 
likely it will be introduced. 

The first meeting of the Senate Military Committee is scheduled for Friday, 
Dec. 18, but nothing will be done then except the consideration of nominations. 
This is assuming, of course, that the Senate finally manages to organize, which

Navy Legislation and New Construction—The one important Naval matter before 
Congress this session is, of course, new construction. In the opposition to the 
budget cuts and the controversy over the Navy League, and the President’s naval 
policy, the real issue is‘ Are we going to authorize and build new construction? 
To this end Senator Frederick Hale, chairman of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs, has introduced a bill on which he declares his committee will hold hear- 
ings just as soon as the Senate organizes. The draft of his bill, which has not 
yet been printed, provides: 

“Be it enacted, etc., etc., That, subject to the limitations prescribed by the 
Treaty for the Limitation of Naval Armament, signed at Washington on Feb. 6, 
1922, and the Treacy for the Limitation and Reduction of Naval Armament, 
signed at London on April 22, 1930, the President of the United States is hereby 
authorized to build up the naval armament of the United States to the strength 
permitted by said treaties. Such building up shall be accomplished by new con- 
struction, replacement of over-age vessels, and alterations in and conversion of 
existing vessels, in the manner and to the extent authorized by said treaties, and 
appropriations for the purposes herein designated are hereby authorized to be 
made. Sec. 2. In the event of. an international agreement for the further limi- 
tation of naval armament, to which the United States is signatory, the President 
is hereby authorized and empowered to suspend in whole or in part the naval 
construction authorized by this act in order to bring the naval armament of the 
United States within the limitations so agreed upon.” 

Many believe however, that in view of the Administration’s stand on the Navy, 
the only way in which the purpose of Mr. Hale’s bill, as expressed in the title, 
“to authorize the building up of the United States Navy to the strength per- 
mitted by the Washington and London naval treaties,” can be accomplished, is 
to make provision for a certain number of vesssels each year, over a period of 





years. This is the view of Representative Carl Vinson, who is to be the chair- 
man of the House Naval Committee, and Mr. Vinson intends to introduce a bill 
on these lines next week. He, too, will commence hearings on the measure with-

Marine Corps Personnel Bill Introduced—Representative Carl Vinson, D, of Ga, 
who is to be chairman of the House Naval Committee, has introduced, at the 
request of the Navy Department, the Marine Corps personnel bill. This measure, 
which has the approval of Secretary Adams and the informal approval of the 
President, is designed to set up the Navy promotion system, in the Marine Corps. 
Due to the opposition of the President to the measure, as it was originally 


| drafted, calling for increased expenditures, the bill follows more the system 


under which the Navy Staff Corps operates, than the Line system. Although 
setting up selection as a basis of promotion in the higher grades, no provision is 
made for enforced retirement for officers passed over by the selection board. 


| Another feature of the bill is that the increases of rank it would provide do not 


carry the usual increase of pay. Under a saving clause, put in to eliminate the 
cost of the bill, an officer who is promoted does not get the pay of the higher 
rank until the time he would have been promoted under the present system. 
Despite these defects, which have not aided in popularizing the measure within 
the Marine Corps, the bill has been presented to Congress with a recommenda- 
tion for enactment, on the theory that half a loaf is better than none. Of the 
expressions of opinion on the bill, which have been received at Marine Corps 
Headquarters from officers, about half favor it and half do not like it. Of those 
against it, most of them dislike the “mex” rank and lack of forced attrition fea- 
tures, while a smaller number are opposed to the system of promotion by selection. 

Secretary Adams, in his letter transmitting the bill to Congress, recom- 
mends its passage in the following terms: “The Marine Corps would not derive 
all of the benefit enjoyed by the Navy under existing laws, but the stagnation 
which now exists would be greeatly relieved, only the more efficient officers 
would be promoted, and officers who have already served too long in grade would 
assume new rank and duties more in keeping with the age and length of service. 
This would undoubtedly result in renewed professional interest and increased effi- 
ciency. * * * The Navy Department considers that this proposed Marine Corps 
personnel legislation is a matter of paramount importance to the officers of the 
Marine Corps individually and to the welfare and efficiency of the Marine Corps 
generally, in view of the constantly increasing seriousness of the situation in 





regard to stagnation of promotion. It is believed that the solution of the prob- 
lem lies in the adoption of a system similar to that embraced in the Line Officer 


| Personnel Legislation enacted March 3, 1931, Public Law No. 784, with such 
| modifications as is necessary to meet the different conditions obtaining in the 


| Marine Corps. 


The accompanying draft is designed to accomplish the purpose 
desired so far as may be practicable without involving additional cost.” 
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Marine Corps Generals—The nomination of Brig. Gen. John T. Myers, USMC, 
to the grade of temporary Major General, is cause of great satisfaction to the 
Corps as well as to the Navy as a whole. The distinguished record of General 
Myers, his extensive field service, and his recognized administrative capacity, 
were responsible for the recommendation by the Secretary of the Navy that he 
be promoted, and were controlling in the decision reached by the President. 

It is understood that the Secretary of State proposed the appointment of 
Brig. Gen. John H. Russell, due to the close relations which existed between the 
officer and the Department in connection with Haiti, and when orders were issued 
to him to command at Quantico, Va.,.it was assumed that he would be named 
to the vacancy. However, Secretary Adams’ recommendation was followed by 
the selection of General Myers. 

The Marine Corps, as well as the Navy, holds that the selection was merited 
by outstanding achievements in a long career covering peace and war, and it is 
confidently expected that in his higher rank General Myers will give the same 
devoted service to the country and the Corps that he has given in the past. It 
may be added that at the White House the statement is made that the delay in 
making the appointment was in no sense any reflection upon General Myers, or 
Major General Feland, who was made a permanent major general, but was due 
to the concentration the President was giving to questions relating to our in- 
ternal and foreign relations. 

While friends are congratulating Colonel Breckinridge upon his promotion, 
it is not clear why he was advanced over his senior, Col. Mason W. Gulick, now on 
duty at Philadelphia. Colonel Gulick’s record is one that reflects high honor upon 
the Corps as well as himself, and is particularly marked by almost constant 
service in the field. Whether the Chinese situation had anything to do with 
Colonel Breckinridge’s selection is not known, but it can be said that the authori- 
ties speak in the highest terms of Colonel Gulick, and the expectation prevails 
that he will be named to the next vacancy that occurs.

Appeal to Congress for Wartime Rank—An Appeal to Congress has been made 
in the form of a bill, introduced in the House by General Martin, D, of Oregon, 
and in the Senate by Senator David A. Reed, R, of Pennsylvania, to rectify the 
discrimination of the Wartime Rank Act against 28 Class B Army officers on 
the retired list. In the act, as it was submitted to Congress, there was a clause 
restricting the act to those “whose services during the war was creditable.” This 
caluse was stricken out, and one substituted which excluded Class B officers. 

The recent law granted war rank for one purpose, that was to reward officers 
for war service. The 28 officers were placed in Class B from six to ten years 
after the conclusion of the war. Some of the officers affected have received offi- 
cial citations for their services in battle; 21 of the 28 are veterans of two wars. 
It is claimed that the provision of the law which denies war rank to retired 
officers of Class B results in persecution and humiliation not contemplated in 
the enactment of the original Class B law. It is further claimed that matters 
other than war service were considered in assigning them to Class B, and that, as 
more than 200,000 officers (including about 1,000 on the retired list) have received 
their war rank and only 28 held up as unfit to deserve theirs, this is manifestly 
unjust.

Weakening the Corps of Army Engineers—While a clear picture of just what 
Mr. Hoover plans in his “Public Works Administration” is lacking, one point is | 
quite evident and that is that any set-up along the lines suggested by the Presi- 
dent would work against the continuation of the present satisfactory program of 
non-partisan conduct of river and harbor work and balanced military training for 
the Engineers. 

The present conduct of the civilian construction work of the corps has been 
beyond reproach both from a professional and an administrative and economical 
standpoint. It is an outstanding example of honesty and integrity in public 
construction. At the same time the present arrangement affords a much needed 
function in behalf of national defense by giving the Army engineers profes- 
sional training and contact with the very men in civil life upon whom they would 
have to call in time of national emergencies. 

In authoritative sources there is a belief that the President’s plan would pro- 
vide for an “Administrator”” of public works through whom the variousconstruc- 
tion agencies would report instead of reporting through their own departments as 
they do now. Then there is also a conception that ail civilian agencies now en- 
gaged in such work would be transferred completely to the jurisdiction of such 
an administration and that the officers of the Corps of Engineers would be ro- 
tated from strictly military duty under the War Department to civilian work 
under the new administration. On the surface this might appear to be little 
change because of the fact that the same men would continue their present duties. 
However, the point is missed that the success of the Corps of Engineers has been 
due not strictly to the outstanding personal professional qualifications of the 
Officers (as great as that may be) but more to the excellent organization and 
esprit de corps. Any new arrangement which would place the responsiblity for 
results upon another agency could hardly be expected to take over completely 
the organization and esprit de corps of a military set-up. 

The Corps itself looks upon the recommendation silently. The same spirit 
which is now producing such splendid results is ready to do its best with any 
new set-up which its Commander-in-Chief may desire. It is a military organiza- 
tion and cannot do otherwise. But outside observers interested in maintaining 
economical and efficient National Defense look upon the move with askance and 
say that rather than disturb the present arrangement in the Corps of Engineers 
they are desirous of finding something of such great peacetime value some of 
the other corps could do to keep them fit from a military standpoint.

Automatic Pressure Control for Airships—A solution for the ever-present prob- 
lem of controlling the air pressure at all times in non-rigid airships has been 
found, it is hoped. Releasing or taking in the proper amount of air in the bal- 
lonet which is a manual operation, has the disadvantage that during rough 
weather the gas pressure is subject to more less rapid fluctuations. In such a case 
the pilot is unable to readily make the adjustment. To overcome this disadvan- 
tage the Air Corps Material Division engineers have designed an automatic air 
pressure control device which makes use of the fluctuating pressure within the 
airship envelope to regulate automatically the distributing of air to the ballonet. 
This device is scheduled for construction and testing. It has been realized that 
such a control would not only prove more efficient from the point of view of the 
airship and flight, but would relieve the pilot of one more task in an unsteady 


airship car.

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Air Corps Engineering-Supply Conference—The annual Engineering-Supply Con- 
ference held at Wright Feld from December 1 to 4 brought to the field this 
year 45 visiting officers from all the major fields and depots in the country. 
Together with those from Wright Field and Fairfield who participated, the total 
number of officers in daily attendance was 65. This assemblage, which brings 
back many formerly stationed at Wright or McCook Field, is always in the 
nature of a reunion. 

The program embraced, besides daily conferences, an opening address by 
Brig. Gen. H. C. Pratt, Chief of Materiel Division; addresses by Maj. J. H. Ru- 
dolph, Plans Division; Maj. W. H. Hale, Training and Operations Division; Maj. 
J. W. Jones, Inspection Division; Maj. R. M. Jones, Procurement; Maj. Hugh 
Knerr, Field Service Section; Maj. J. H. Houghton, C. O. of Middletown Depot. 
Maj. A. L. Sneed, C. O. of Fairfield Depot; Lt. Col. B..K. Yount, C. 0. of Rock- 
well Depot; Lt. Col. A. G. Fisher, C. O. of San Antonio Depot, and Maj. C. W. 
Howard, Chief of Engineering, Materiel Division. The purpose of the confer-- 
ence is the discussion of engineering and supply problems from the service 
and Materiel Division points of view, the consideration of existing weaknesses 
of policy, and the formulation of new policies. A resume of the action taken by 
the Materiel Division on engineering problems discussed at the last conference 
was presented by Major Howard, as well as a review of the various developments 
in airplanes, engines, and-equipment in progress during the past year. 


Electrically Heated Gloves—The first pair of a new type of electrically heated 
gloves for pilots has recently been sent out by the Materiel Division, Wright 
Field, for service test. The glove is made on a thumb and one-finger pattern of 
green pool-table wool cloth, this material being selected because of its lightness 
in weight and fineness of texture. The cuff is of lamb’s wool. The General 
Electric heating element used consists of a length of resistance wire vulcanized 
between two thin layers of rubber. Both ends of the wire extend from one end 
of the 12-inch rubber strip. Four of these heating elements are sewed between 
the lining and outer cover of the glove; one over the finger, one over the thumb, | 
and two over the mitten part. A switch on a panel in the cockpit switches the 
heat on or off. The glove being extremely light and flexible, it is hoped that it 
may prove practicable and suitable for high altitude work. Especially will it 
prove valuable for photographic operations should its tests be favorable.

National Guard Convention 


BEG. GEN. ROBERT J. TRAVIS, 

commanding general of the 55th 
Field Artillery Brigade, of Savannah, 
Ga., was elected president of the Na- 
tional Guard Association of the United 
States for the next 12 months at the 
convention held Dec. 2, 3 and 4, in 
New Orleans, La. General Travis 
succeeds Brig. Gen. Dudley J. Hard, 
of Ohio. 

Other officers elected were: Maj. 
Gen. Milton J. Foreman, of Chicago, 
Ill., honorary president; Brig. Gen. 
Claude G. Birkhead, of Texas, vice 
president; Lt. Col. Fred M. Water- 
bury, of New York, secretary; Brig. 
Gen. Milton R. McLean, of Kansas, 
treasurer. 

The Executive Council, one member 
from each Corps Area was elected as 
follows: First Corps Area: Brig. Gen. 
Herbert T. Johnson, of Vermont; Sec- 
ond Corps Area: Col. John M. Rogers, 
of New Jersey; Third Corps Area: 
Maj. Gen. Raymond H. Fleming, of 
Louisiana; Fifth Corps Area: Brig.

More than 375 delegates represent- 
ing the National Guard from 41 States 
were in attendance at the convention. 


The outstanding pre-convention 
event was the inducting in office as 
Chief of the Militia Bureau, of Maj. 
Gen. George E. Leach, former mayor 
of Minneapolis, Minn., and with a dis- 
tinguished World War record with the 
famous Rainbow Division. General 
Leach, coming to the convention as a 
delegate from Minnesota, was sworn 
in as Chief of the Militia Bureau on 
Dec. 1, before a gathering of repre- 
sentative National Guard officers. The 
oath was administered by Brig. Gen. 
Ellard A. Walsh, the Adjutant General 
of Minnesota, a life long friend of the 
new Chief of the Militia Bureau. 

Throughout the three days conven- 
tion sessions Brig. Gen. Dudley J. 
Hard, of Ohio, presided, with Lt. Col. 
Fred M. Waterbury, of New York, as 
secretary. In his opening address, 
President Hard reviewed the progress 
of the National Guard during 1931 
and particularly stressed the healthy 
cooperative spirit of the personnel of 
the Militia Bureau. Other speakers at 
the covention were: Maj. Gen. Frank 
P. McCoy, commanding the Fourth 
Corps Area; Col. L. Kemper Williams, 
of Louisiana, president of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association; Brig. Gen. An- 
drew G. Moses, Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-1, War Department; Col. Ed- 
gar A. Myer, General Staff; Col. D. 
Wray DePrez, of Indiana; Brig. Gen. 





Jacob F. Wolters, of Texas, and Col. 
William H. Waldron, Inf., USA, the 
Executive Officer of the Militia Bu- 
reau. 


Colonel Waldron outlined to the dele- 
gates the background of the recent 
important national decisions taken 
concerning the National Guard within 
the War Department and the Militia 
Bureau. The incidents leading to the 
reduction of armory drills and the 
final rescinding of this decision were 
thoroughly explained., Colonel Wal- 
dron described the camp construction 
program which has placed the Na- 
tional Guard camps throughout the 
country several years ahead of 
planned schedules through the million 
dollar appropriation made by the last 
Congress. He also commented on the 
circumstances attending the proposed 
increase in the strength of the Na- 
tional Guard which could not be con- 
summated last year due to a lack of 
funds available for the purpose; the 
reduction in the National Guard ra- 
tion due to reduced prices of food- 
stuffs included in the ration compo- 
nent; the appropriations for National 
Guard training, armory drill and field 
training in which he pointed out how 
the deficits were created through in- 
creased attendance at both of these 
activities. 

The resolutions committee brought 
in 16 resolutions which were adopted 


by the convention. The outstanding : 


one being a commendation of the 
splendid work of General Douglass 
MacArthur, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, with respect to the National 
Guard. This resolution, passed with 
unanimous approval and much enthu- 
siasm, follows: 

“Be it Resolved, That the National 
Guard Association of the United 
States in convention assembled at 
New Orleans, La., this fourth day 
of December, 1931, is not unmind- 
ful of the splendid service being 
rendered by General MacArthur, 
Chief of Staff of the Army, and de- 
sires in this formal manner to 
acknowledge that service, and to 
make this expression of hearty ap- 
preciation of his efforts in behalf of 
the National Guard, and to assure 
the Chief of Staff that he will have 
the loyal support and cooperation of 
the National Guard in every effort 
he may make which has for its ob- 
jective- the maintenance of proper 
National Defense.” 


Other resolutions requested Con- 
gress to appropriate sufficient funds 
for the maintenance of 48 armory 
drills annually, and the 50 cent field 
ration. The convention closed with 
the selection of Norfolk, Va., as the 
city to be host to the guardsmen next 
year.

The targets used will be paper, small 
bore, “A” x 50 feet (C8327), as listed 
in Standard Nomenclature List, Li, 
will be used instead of the N. R. A. 

These 
targets may be procured upon requi- 
sition to corps area commanders. 

The course to be fired will consist 
of: First stage, 10 shots prone; sec- 
ond stage, 10 shots sitting or kneeling;

AJ. GEN. ROBERT U. PATTER- 
SON, the Surgeon General of the 
Army, in his annua) report to the Sec- 
retary of War, refers to the National 
Guard and Reserves as follows: 

There was an crease in the 
strength of the Medical Department 
Reserve during the fiscal year 1931 for 
the first time since the close of the 
year 1928. On June 30, 1931, the 
strength was 19,711 as compared with 
18,731 one year before. During the 
year, the number of appointments ex- 
ceeded by 400 the number during any 
year since the end of the fiscal year 
1926, and it was only 130 less than in 
that year. For the period from 1925- 
1928, inclusive, the number of ap- 
pointments exceeded the losses and 
resignations and failure to accept reap- 
pointments by 56 per cent, but during 
the two following years, 1929 and 1930, 
the number of losses exceeded the ap- 
pointments by 9.6 per cent. Fortu- 
nately, in 1931 the appointments ex- 
ceeded the losses by 55 per cent. Since 
only 36 per cent of the appointments 
during this year were from graduates 
of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps in the medical, dental, and vet- 
erinary sections, the remaining 64 per 
cent apparently indicates a growing 
interest in the Medical Department Re- 
serve among those to whom such ser- 
vice has not previouly appealed. 

On June 30, 1931, the strength of 
the National Guard Medical Service 
was 1,430 officers and 11,685 enlisted 
men. During the year, one ambulance 
company, one battalion headquarters, 
and three medical detachments were 
disbanded. 

Two Medical Reserve officers and 
nine of the National Guard completed 
the field officers’ course at the Medi- 
cal Field School, and one additional 
National Guard officer, the advanced 
course. Twenty-seven Medical Reserve 
officers and three National Guard of- 
ficers completed the course of instruc- 
tion at the School of Aviation Medi- 
cine. During the Summer, 190 branch 
assignment group officers and terri- 
torial assignment group officers were 
given 14 days’ training in camp. 

The Army extension courses have 
been practically completed during the 
year. They have been markedly im- 
proved in character and are now 
available with their special texts in 
printed form. There was a consider- 
able increase in the enrollment. If 
this increase may be taken as an in- 
dex, there is marked interest among 
the reserve officers in this method of 
training for their war-time duties. The 
total enrollment during the year was 
4,419. 

The total enrollment during the year 
was 4,573. Of this number, there were 
3,240 in the medical units, 941 in the 
dental units, and 392 in the veterinary 
units. The attendance at the Summer 
training camps was: Carlisle Barracks, 
418; Ft. Snelling, 265; Ft. Lewis, 59; 
Sam Houston, 34; and Oglethorpe, 23.

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Navy Budget Cuts

be decommissioned, the fact remains 
that after being laid up they will re- 
quire extensive and expensive atten- 
tions in order to be recommissioned. 
Rear Admiral Upham, the able chief 
of Navigation, in his annual report, 
pointed out that without increasing the 
personnel of the Navy, it is only possi- 
ble to man new ships by placing ships 
gut of commission or by cutting down 
the allowances on ships in commission. 
Since 1924 the actual loss of men avail- 
able for surface Navy has been 13,352; 
yet new construction has occurred and 
ships now on the ways shortly will be 
ready for service. The Bureau of Ord- 
nance has been forced to accept de- 
creases in target projectiles, anti-air- 
craft machine guns and new fire control 
instruments, all essential for accurate 
firing. As in the case of the Army Air 
Corps, the Bureau of Aeronautics has 
suffered a reduction over appropriations 
for the current year of nearly five mil- 
lion dollars. The Navy was not able 
to hold its current appropriation for 
reserve activities, these being cut. 
three-quarters of a million dollars. 
Even the item “care of the dead” suf- 
fered a cut. 

Naval aviation, which has just com- 
pleted its five-year procurement pro- 
gram, designed to give it one thousand 
planes, will fall back under the 1933 
program about an eighth. During the- 
past fiscal year the Navy had over 
$13,000,000 for the construction and 
purchase of new airplanes, and the 
1,000 plane goal had been nearly 
reached the year before. This year 
there is $11,800,000 available, and un- 
der the 1933 budget, there will be but 
$8,000,000. 

As airplanes for service use are 
deemed overage at the end of four 
years, the Navy must maintain an an- 
nual supply of 250 planes in order to 
keep up with aviation. Under the bud- 
get cuts of this year and next, procure- 
ment will meet attrition, and instead 
of 1,000 planes, the Navy will have not 
more than 875 serviceable airplanes on 
June 30, 1933. If this situation comes 
about there will be two courses open, 





either old planes will have to be kept | 


in service, with a corresponding in- 
crease in risk, or the complements of 
the Fleet, already reduced, will have 
to be cut. : 


When the 1,000 planes was adopted | 


by Congress, it was clearly understood 
that it was to meet only the aviation 
needs of the Navy as then existed. The 
new cruisers, which have been placed 
in commission since then, and the new 
carrier and cruisers now building were 
not provided for. Unless an increase 
rather than a decrease in new airplane 
procurement is made, the results are 
obvious.

Experimental Tripod Mount 
‘THE possibility of the use of the 

principle of the motion picture 
camera tripod has been brought to 
the attention of the authorities for 
employment as a Browning machine 
gun mount, 

The unusually smooth elevation and 
increase of friction for both eleva- 
tion and deflection from little or no 
drag to a point where the cradle was 
locked rigidly in a fixed position, are 
among the features of this device. 
The tripod also has a novel and ef- 
fective means of quickly leveling the 
head. 

The designers of this device, known 
as the Greenhow Johnson Experimen- 
tal Tripod Mount, was given permis- 
sion to test their product at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, Md.

“The Hula Hula,” by Maj. Amos Tyres, 
USA-Ret., published by National 
Capital Press. 

Tus delightful little volume, “The 

Hula Hula,” will revive memories 

of those who know Hawaii and stir the 
imagination of those who have not 
had the good fortune of having been 
there. It gives, from first to last, a 
vivid impression of Oahu, and its charm- 
ing people, but best of all is the inter- 
esting study of the hula dances. Woven 
skilfully through the descriptive pas- 
sages is a romantic tragedy which adds 
to the interest of the volume. 

The style of the author is crisp and 
concise, favorably influenced by the au- 
thor’s military profession, this “shear- 
ing” of words adding to the charm of 
the book. 

The book bears descriptions of the 
various types of hula hula dances, and 
shows that they are of devotional! na- 
ture. It is also made very clear that 
the usual hula, seen in this country is 
a corruption of the original. He says 
that in this dance, as interpreted by the 
natives, there is no indication of sug- 
gestiveness. 

The romantic theme deals with the 
actions of a Middle West farmer lad, 
who leaves home and enlists in the 
Army. He comes to Hawaii and there 
falls in love with and marries a girl of 
Portuguese-Hawaiian extraction. He 
transfers to the Air Corps and receives 
a commission in that branch. Later, 
realizing to the fullest extent that he 
has cut himself off from intimate asso- 
ciation with people of his own race, 
and after a period of brooding, he 
plunges his airplane into the sea and 
meets his death. 

The legends of Hawaii, which are 
wonderful charm, come in for interest- 
ing discussion and comment. Of great 
interest is the manner in which many 
of these legends fit in with familiar 
passages of the Bible, such as the be- 
ginning of man, and of woman, the 
flood; the stoppage of the sun, and the 


story of a man swallowed by a whale | 


and later cast up alive. 
Throughout the book it can be felt 
that the author is writing of something 


| that he knows perfectly, that he him- 


self is thoroughly familiar with the 
scenes of beauty which he paints for the 
reader in words. For the reader who is 
also familiar with the “Paradise Isles,” 
there will be the thrill of re-visiting 
them, and for the reader who has never 
been there, the spirit and setting of 
these romantic isles will furnish charm.

Jan. 28, 1871, the son of a coionel in 
the Confederate Army. He was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy in 1887, 
and after graduation and a short period 
of service in the Navy, he transferred 
to the Marine Corps. During the Span- 
ish-American War he served aboard the 
USS Charleston, was present at the 
capture of Manila, and commanded the 
Marine landing party which took the 
island of Guam. He also served in the 
engagements at the Imus River and 
Olongapo during the Philippine Insur- 
rection. For his eminent and conspicu- 
ous conduct in battle during the Boxer 
Rebellion, General Myers was advanced 
four files, in the grade of captain, and 
breveted a major. 

After various expeditionary duty the 
last of which was in command of the 
First Brigade in Haiti, General Myers 
was assigned to duty at Marine Corps 
Headquarters in 1928, as President of 
the Marine Examining and Retirement 
Board, and now is assistant to the 
commandant. 

General Breckinridge was born in 
Memphis, Tenn., Sept. 13, 1877, and en- 
tered the Marine Corps from civil life 
during the Spanish-American War. He 
participated in the capture of Vera 
Cruz in 1916, and was commended for 
his conduct in battle. He has had serv- 
ice as assistant naval attache in Rus- 
sia and as naval attache to the Scan- 
dinavian countries, for which service 
he holds the Navy Cross. 

In 1921 General Breckinridge was in 
command of the Guardia National Do- 
minican, and following service at 
Quantico was ordered to command the 
Marine Detachment, American Lega- 
tion, Peiping, China, his present post,

mendation. At the Capitol there is 
no such confidence. It is assumed that 
bills, carrying the President’s idea, will 
be introduced into the House and Sen- 
ate. The measures probably will be 


| referred to the committees on expendi- 


tures in the executive departments, al- 
though jurisdiction may be claimed by 
the Senate Commerce Committee and 
the Rivers and Harbors Committee in 
the House. However, not only will the 
Engineer Corps be affected, but all con- 
struction work except fortifications and 
the like. This will include quartermas- 
ter control of housing and many of 
the public works now under the Civil 
Engineer Corps of the Navy. 

The majority of the House Military 
Committee will be made up of new 
members, and it is impossible at this 
juncture to say what it may do. Con- 
gressman James, of Michigan, is ex- 
pected to oppose the recommendation. 
So are other members of the commit- 
tee. But it is recognized that a tre- 
mendous amount of money will be an- 
nually at stake, and naturally a strug- 
gle will be made to get control of it. 
In the meantime, emphatic opposition 
will be offered by the Army. 

As the articles printed in our pre- 
ceding issues have shown, it is of the 
greatest importance that the Corps of 
Engineers should. remain exclusively 
as a part of the Army. To place it 
also under a civilian administration 
would, it is argued, lead to inefficiency 
and subject it to possible implication 
in charges of corruption which experi- 
ence has demonstrated has resulted in 
such administration. But to the Army 
as a whole, the necessity of trained 
engineers in connection with military 
operations: is so evident that it is 
urged nothing should be done which in 
any way would change the status the 
Corps now occupies.

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Urge Cancer Prevention 


TBE Amanda Sims Fund for the Pro- 
tection of Mothers from Cancer by 
Correct Information, announces that 
Maj. Gen. Robert U. Patterson, Surgeon 
General of the Army, has written, stat- 
ing that as a result of Circular No. 25, 
jssued last summer, some 2,000 women 
of the Army have received proper pel- 
vic examination with the discovery of 
six cases of cancer. 

The letter of the fund states: “The 
more mothers who are induced to -fol- 
low the recommendations of seeking 
semi-annual pelvic examinations the 
more quickly will the medical profes- 
sion meet the situation for the great- 
est benefit and greatest protection of 
all women.” 

A later section states: “There is 
every evidence * * * that the medi- 
cal profession will do its part, but how 
can they do anything if the mothers 
do not voluntarily asks their advice?” 

The chief aim of the announcement 
is to urge mothers to seek semi-annual 
pelvic examinations, following the birth 
of their last child, and thus to save 
themselves from the possibility of can- 
cer. In addition, a great deal of val- 
uable data is included, on the subject 
of cancer, all urging that prevention.is 
the chief method of combating this 
malignant disease.

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Paymaster General’s Report 
LLOWING appear extracts from 
the annual report of Rear Adm. J. 
J. Cheatham, SC, USN, Paymaster 
General of the Navy: 
Economy 

In harmony with the department’s 
announced policy of administering the 
affairs of the Navy “with such econ- 
omy as is consistent with maintenance 
of efficiency as a unit of national de- 
fense,” the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts has systematically adopted and 
put into effect every measure of econ- 
omy that has been possible without un- 
duly hampering its operations. In this 
connection, however, the fact is very 
generally overlooked that the imme- 
diate effect on this bureau of reducing 
appropriations for the Navy is to in- 
crease its work rather than decrease it. 
The commandant of one of the indus- 
trial navy yards stated that where 
once he watched dollars he had now to 
know where pennies were being spent. 
As a result there is a constant and 
growing demand in the field as well 
as in the department for more speedy 
service and for reports in greater and 
greater detail. The bureau has thus 
far been able to meet these added de- 
mands, but its resources have at times 
been heavily taxed; and it seems 
proper to here point out that the class 
of work involved may so increase in 
volume as to get beyond the capacity 
of the present force. 

Appropriation Bill 

It would be a step in the right direc- 
tion if the language of certain sections 
of the appropriation bill were revised 
in such a way as to make it possible to 
more readily determine the particular 
items with which they may be properly 
charged. Three sections in the current 
act have been so modified during re- 
cent years, and since them the question 
of charges applicable to them rarely 
requires discussion. 

Conditions prevailing in both the 
coal and fule-oil industries tended to 
make competition for Government busi- 
ness particularly keen and resulted in 
the Navy’s obtaining fuel for the 

riod beginning July 1, 1931, at the 
owest prices in its history. 

Provisions 


The downward trend of wholesale | 


prices of all foodstuffs has been in evi- 
dence throughout the year and is most 
noticeable in canned goods, and espe- 
cially in canned vegetables. In plan- 
ning for funds for subsistence of the 
Navy for the present fiscal year 
(1932) this was anticipated and the 
estimated cost of the ration reduced by 
approximately 7 per cent. How well 
this action was justified may be 
judged by the fact that the average 
ration cost for 1931 was $0.4989, while 
the corresponding cost for 1930 was 
$0.5346, the difference representing a 
reduction of about 6.6 per cent. 
These results can not all be at- 
tributed to the reduction in cost of 
raw material. The market, crop con- 
ditions, and packing seasons are closely 
followed and carefully studied as a 
guide to the most favorable dates for 
making purchases. It is the present 
practice to buy a year’s requirements 
of items of a seasonal nature at one 
time, and thus eliminate the extra 
storage charges that inevitably appear 


in the cost of such items bought out | 
of season—that is, after the pack has | 


been put up and marketed. These 
methods contribute no small part to 
the success that has met the bureau’s 
efforts to reduce the ration cost with- 
out lowering its high standard of ex- 
cellence or relaxing any of the rigid 
inspection requirements. 
Officer Personnel 

There were 550 officers in the Sup- 
ply Corps on July 1, 1930. During the 
ensuing year there were 7 retirements, 
8 deaths, and 1 resignation. This loss 
of 11 was offset by the appointment to 
the corps of 11 graduates of the United 
States Naval Academy, 4 transfers 
from the line, 6 graduates of Naval 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps units 
at universities, and 2 as the result of 
competitive examination among chief 
pay clerks. The result was a net gain 
of 12 to the corps, raising the figure 
to 562 on June 30, 1931. 

The Paymaster General recommends 
continued adherence to the approved 
policy of admitting a fixed number of 
officers to the corps each year to the 
end that there may be a more uniform 
distribution as to age and experience 
throughout the corps and the danger 
of retarded promotions through the 
existence of humps eliminated. 

On July 1, 1930, there were 260 chief 
pay clerks, pay clerks, and acting pay

Judge Advocate General 


XTRACTS from the annual report 
of Reat Admr. David F. Sellers, 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy, 
follow: 
Administration of Justice 
The activities of this division, which 
embrace the administration of justice 
and other matters arising in connec- 
tion with naval courts and boards, have 
continued throughout the fiscal year 
without important change, except for 
a slight reallocation of the duties as- 
signed to the officers of the division. 
This was necessary because of the fact 
that officers hereafter attached to the 
office of the Judge Advocate General 
for instruction in law will pursue their 
studies at Harvard University, and 
their services will be available for the 
performance of duties in this division 
during the summer months only. 
During the year the general court- 
martial review section has reviewed the 
records of proceedings in 1,318 cases, 
and has prepared numerous opinions on 
legal matters concerning naval courts- 
martial. The more important of these 
were published to the service through 
the medium of monthly court-martial 
orders. In connection with the review 


Radio and Night Flying 
‘(HE 49th Bombardment Squadron, 

Langley Field, Va., inaugurated a 
new system of contro] for night air- 
drome flying recently. The system of 
zone-lights formerly used on this field 
was an improvised portable outfit, con- 
sisting of four banks of lights which 
could be placed about 50 feet apart 
on the flying field and operated by a 
switchboard near the lights. The dis- 
advantage of this old system was that 
the Operations Officer lost all control 
of the ships at all times except when 
they were directly over the field, in a 
position to see the lights. 

The new system is the use of two- 
way radio communication. The Op- 
erations Officer, out on the landing 
field, through a remote controlled 
radio transmitter, talked directly to 
the pilot, and the pilot’s reply was 
heard on a loud speaker, placed near 
the Operations Officer’s control stand. 
Ordinary night practice in night land- 
ings was found to proceed three times 
as rapidly as when using the old sys- 
tem of lights. 











Five Lense Camera 


THE Army Air Corps has adopted as 
a standard, a new five lense camera 

for mosaic, mapping. The camera is 

designated, Air Corps T-3A. 

Each lense has its own film magazine, 
and the shutters of each lense are all 
synchronized so that they can be re- 
leased simultaneously. There is a stop 
watch for exposure interval, level 
bubble, although tl.e camera is inde- 
pendent of the plane level, and winding 
handle to change film. 

The photographs are made in strips, 
each overlapping the preceding one by 
60 per cent. In effect, this means that 
each point on the ground in the angle 
of view of the lenses, appears on three 
successive photographs. 

This camera was developed from the 
Tl three lense camera, developed by 
Maj. J. W. Bagley, CE. 

The five lense camera covers terrain 
20 miles in width on each print, at 
15,000 feet. The area covered in each 
photograph is 300 square miles, which 
is many times the area covered by a 
single lense camera. 

The camera is fitted with lenses of 
American manufacture, and these are 
said to compare favorably with the best 
of European lenses. Mapping with 
this camera reduces costs considerably, 
as it covers so much more territory, 
thus enabling the photographer to re- 
duce his flying time considerably. This 
is an important factor, for often only 
| one day out of 10 or 12 will be suitable 
for photographing.

gratifying to note that a marked re- 
duction in the number of trials held 
throughout the naval service has oc- 
curred during the past fiscal year. 

In addition to general courts-martial, 
there were received and reviewed rec- 
ords of proceedings in 7,827 summary 
court-martial cases and 4,914 deck- 
court cases, the total number of cases 
being approximately the same as in the 
preceding fiscal year. Of this number, 
93 summary courts-martial and 34 deck 
courts were disapproved in whole or in 
part by the Navy Department. In a 
great percentage of these cases the dis- 
approval by the Navy Department was 
made mandatory by reason of the fail- 
ure on the part of the court or con- 
vening authority to observe fundamen- 
tal provisions of naval courts and 
boards rather than through the com- 
mission of serious legal errors. It is 
considered that a stricter adherence to 
the elementary requirements of naval 
courts and boards would greatly reduce 
the number of cases which of ‘necessity 
must be disapproved. 

The several naval prisons have been 
uniformly successful in carrying out 
their assigned mission. The discipline 
and the health of the prisoners have 
been maintained at previous high levels, 
and in spite of somewhat limited fa- 
cilities the commanding officers of the 
prisons have displayed great interest 
in carrying out the constructive edu- 
cational programs inaugurated in form- 
er years. During the year there were 
no escapes and no serious infractions 
of discipline among the prisoners con- 
fined at any of these institutions.

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Coast Guard Report 
LLOWING are extracts from the 
annual report of Rear Adm. F. C. 

Billard, Commandant United States 
Coast Guard: 


The persons saved or rescued from 
peril during the fiscal year 1931 num- 
bered 5,627, being 377 below the un- 
precedented record attained in 1930, 
when the number was 6,004. The year 
1931 now stands second in this form 
of endeavor in the history of the ser- 
vice. There was a decrease of 3,181 
under 1930 in the number of persons 
on board vessels assisted, the number 
for that year being 29,079. In the in- 
terests of the enforcement of the laws 
of the United States 88,357 vessels 
were boarded and examined by service 
units, being an increase of 1,324 over 
the year 1930. The vessels seized or 
reported for violations of law exceed- 
ed last year’s number by 488. The 
The regattas, marine parades, and 
boat races patrolled and supervised 
during the year numbered 114, not in- 
cluding some informal events of like 
character of local interest. The num- 
ber during the preceding year was 137, 
The activity of the service in assist- 
ance work in the preservation of life 
and property from the perils of the 
sea is indicated by the fact that the 
total number of instances of assistance 
rendered was 12,097, exceeding last 
year’s record, 11,201, then the highest 
in the history of the service, by 896. 
Of these 12,097 instances 5,536 in- 
volved the saving of life or of prop- 
erty, or of both, and 6,561 were of 
a miscellaneous character, including 
such work as warning vessels standing 
into danger; various. services to 
shipping and boating; furnishing food, 
fuel, and water to vessels in distress: 
succoring the shipwrecked; medical 
and surgical aid to the sick and in- 
jured; assistance at neighborhood fires 
and fires occuring at _ buildings, 
wharves, and other structures on the 
shore line; fighting forest fires; assist- 
ance at floods and other calamitous 
visitations; dragging the waters for 
bodies; burial of bodies cast up by 
the sea; sheltering wayfarers over- 
taken by storm or other misfortune; 
restoring lost children to their pa- 
rents; cooperating with the local au- 
thorities in the maintenance of public 
order; apprehending violators of the 
law; preventing theft and invasion by 
those maliciously inclined; recovering 
lost and stolen property and saving 
property from danger and destruction; 
protecting wrecked property; acting 
as pilots in cases of emergency; pro- 
viding transportation and other as- 
sistace to various branches of the pub- 
lic service and cooperating with them 
in the enforcement of the Federal 
laws; transporting the mails; and as- 
sisting other Government agencies and 
institutions in the States, in scientific 
researches, etc. 

The Coast Guard continues to main- 
tain its commendable record in the 
paramount work of the service—in 
the preservation of life and property 
from the perils of the sea. 

Resuscitation 


There are many cases of record in 
which the service men, by unflinch- 
ing determination and laborious effort, 
have been successful in restoring per- 
sons who, when taken from the water, 
from every indication were dead. The 
crews are trained to regard no case 
as hopeless unless there is unmis- 
takable proof of death, and they 
thoroughly understand that it is their 
duty to continue resuscitative mea- 
sures for hours if there be the slight- 
est hope of restoring animation. The 
manual method of resuscitation, ex- 
clusively, is used by the Coast Guard. 

During the year out of 73 cases of 
resuscitation attempted by the service 
crews 26 were successful, the persons 
being restored to consciousness. Of 
the 26 persons restored, 8 were ap- 
parently dead when taken in charge by 
the service personnel. The patients 
failing to respond to treatment had 
been under water for periods ranging 
from 2 to 30 minutes. 

Personnel 

On June 30, 1931, there were on the 
active list of the Coast Guard 400 reg- 
ular commissioned officers, 17 tem- 
porary commissioned officers, 86 ca- 
dets, 84 chief warrant officers, 525 
regular warrant officers, 265 temporary 
warrant officers, 10,589 enlisted men, 
and 362 civilian employees in the field, 
of whom 318 were per diem civilian 
employees at the Coast Guard Depot, 
Curtis Bay, Md. 
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Construction and Repair 


EXTRACTS from the annual report 
of Rear Admr. George H. Rock, CC, 
USN, Chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair, follow: 

The total expenditures for the fiscal 
year 1931, including sums expended 
jointly with the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing, were approximately $49,640,000, 
as compared with $60,400,000 for the 
year 1930. 

Personnel 


Considering officers under instruction 
and those unemployed awaiting separa- 
tion from the active list, the number of 
officers of the corps actually available 
for carrying on the activities under the 
cognizance of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair and the Bureau of 
Aeronautics has increased only slight- 
ly during the year, from 204 to 206, and 
the effect upon the working strength of 
the corps of the larger classes assigned 
for instruction will not be felt for two 
more years. . 

Although these increased transfers 
from the line have temporarily halted 
the gradual attrition in the strength of 
the corps during recent years, there is 
an immediate prospect of a large num- 
ber of separations from the active list 
from among the 39 officers of the Con- 
struction Corps who were commis- 
sioned from warrant and chief warrant 
ranks, of whom 36 have just become 
eligible for promotion to the rank of 
lieutenant commander. Of this latter 
number, 4 have indicated their inten- 
tion of requesting retirement. for 30 
years’ service in lieu of attempting to 
qualify for promotion, 12 have already 
been found not physically qualified for 
promotion, and in the case of those re- 
maining additional failures to qualify 
professionally may result. Consequent- 
ly, it is of great importance that the 
policy followed during the past two 
years of transferring larger groups of 
officers to the corps from the line be 
continued, not only to-effect a gradual 
return to the authorized strength of 275 
officers in the Construction Corps, but 
to replace without delay the abnormal 
depletion that will result from the cause 
described above. 

The situation would cause less con- 
cern if reliance could be placed upon 
obtaining additional men of suitable 
training in an emergency. The sit- 
uation in the Construction Corps, how- 
ever, is peculiar, in that the number of 
men in civil life trained as naval archi- 
tects is very limited. At the time of 
the World War very few naval archi- 
tects could be called from civil life for 
naval work without risk of interfering 
with the greatly expanded merchant 
shipbuilding program, which was one 
of the primary war activities, and in 
any future emergency similar condi- 
tions may reasonably be expected to 
arise. Since the war the situation in 
the profession of naval architects has 
been even less favorable, as the reduc- 
tion in the amount of shipbuilding fol- 
lowing the war not only reduced the 
number of naval architects employed 
but greatly discouraged recruiting by 
making the profession less attractive 
to young men than other branches of 
engineering. It is not certain that the 
present revival of shipbuilding is to be 
of sufficient duration to result in build- 
ing up the number of recruits in the 
profession. It is important, therefore, 
that a sufficient number of naval con- 
structors be trained to provide both for 
the peace-time work of the Navy and 
for the needs of the naval service in 
time of war, and a gradual building up 
of the strength of the Construction 
Corps from the present low mark 
should be established as the policy of 
the department. 


New Design 

Contract plans and specifications for 
destroyers Nos. 348 to 358 were prac- 
tically completed during the past fiscal 
year. These are the first destroyers to 
be designed since the war-time vessels 
of this type, and the first to be designed 
under the limited standard displacement 
of 1,500 tons allowed by the London 
Treaty. With the latter restriction in 
mind, every effort was made to design 
to the least weight compatible with the 
necessary strength in order that the 
maximum military characteristics might 
be realized. A longitudinal system of 
framing was adopted, very extensive 
use of welding was introduced, and the 
use of aluminum alloys was very large- 
ly specified for fittings, and furniture, 
all of which resulted in the saving of a 
large amount of hull weight. In the 
preparation of this design, information 
from the tests of the Bruce and Pres-

All the above vessels are of com- 
pletely welded construction, and it is 
*xpected that from the building of some 


19 ofthese various types of small all- 
welded vessels, the construction of 
which is now under way or completed, 
not only will economy in construction 
of the vessels themselves result but the 
wide experiénce in welding practice so 
gained will be of the utmost value in 
extending the use of welding in the 
construction of large naval vessels. 

New Model Basins—The need of a 
new model basin establishment with 
several basins and more working space 
is becoming more pronounced. The pre- 
liminary estimates for the new model 
basin project were completed during 
the year, a satisfactory site was sclect- 
ed and the project received the definite 
approval of the Navy Department. 
Legislation authorizing this project has 
been drafted and is ready for submis- 
sion to the Congress. 


Maintenance of the Fleet 

During the past fiscal year 8 ships 
were placed in commission and 60 out 
of commission, giving a net total loss 
of 52 ships in the active fleet. Those 
decommissioned were: 5 “S” class sub- 
marines, 11 “R” class submarines, 9 
“O” class submarines, the Florida, 2 old 
light cruisers, 17 destroyers, 2 eagle 
boats, 3 light mine layers, 1 survey ves- 
sel, and 9 miscellaneous vessels. Those 
commissioned ‘were: The 3 light cruis- 
ers, Louisville, Chicago and Augusta, 
the Fulton, the light target vessel 
Stoddert, 1 destroyer, 1 light mine lay- 
er Breese, and the Nautilus (ex V-6). 

Repairs—As noted in former reports, 
the policy of restricting repairs to 
those essential to safe and satisfactory 
operation has been continued. Funds 
available are not sufficient for main- 
tenance work that should be done. 

Improvements to Ships in Service— 
As directed by the Secretary of the 
Navy, only such alterations as were of 
the highest importance and immediate 
urgency were undertaken during the 
latter part of the fiscal year. Obliga- 
tions of funds for maintenance and op- 
eration and repairs, for care of ships 
out of commission, and necessity costs 
at shore stations leave but meagre 
funds for improvements to the vessels 
of the fleet. It has been necessary to 
defer the accomplishment of a number 
of improvements to ships in service 
which affect military efficiency. 

Due to the stability conditions ex- 
isting on destroyers now in service as 
a result of topside weights added since 
their construction, a water-ballast sys- 
tem, to be used under certain conditions 
to compensate for fuel oil used, will be 
installed on all destroyers in service. 
The installation of this system has been 
completed on one destroyer during the 
fiscal year 1931; it will be undertaken 
on all destroyers undergoing overhaul 
in 1932, and carried to completion on 
the remaining destroyers in the fiscal 
year 1933. 


Cruisers 
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The gasoline-carrying capacity was | 


increased approximately 50 per cent on 
the Raleigh by the installation of an 
additional gasoline tank. 

Ventilation changes, improving the 


heating and the ventilation of officers’ | 


quarters, were done on the Cincinnati 


and Raleigh. Extensive study and in- | 


vestigation were made of the reported 
inadequate ventilation of the engine 
rocems of all the light cruisers with the 
purpose of correcting the defects at the 
forthcoming overhauls of the vessels. 
The bilge keels of all the heavy cruis- 
ers were extended in depth approxi- 
mately 100 per cent over their original 
depth for the purpose of reducing the 
amplitude of the rolling of these ves- 





are contemplated for the Salt Lake 
City, Chester, Louisville, Chicago, Hou- 
ston and Augusta. 

The vibrations at high speeds in the 
shell and decks aft of heavy cruisers 
CA 24-31, inclusive, have been reduced 
appreciably by the installation of addi- 
tional structural stiffening under the 
decks and on the shell. ‘ 

The design of the sternpost castings 
of the Tuscaloosa and San Francisco 
will be considerably simplified by the 
omission of the outside positive stops, 
for limiting the maximum travel of the 
rudder, which heretofore have been 
made a part of the sternpost castings 
of vessels. These stops in the two 
ships will be installed within the ves- 
sels and will, in the event of the fail- 
ure of the three different kinds of au- 
tomatic stops on the steering gear, 
limit the travel of the rudder yoke 
casting. 

The policy to use welding as a weight 
saving feature on the cruisers was 
greatly extended in the case of the five 
last cruisers building, CA 32, 34, 36, 37, 
38, one of the major welding innova- 
tions being the welding, except for the 
seams of the shell plating, of all the 
structure of these vessels from the bow 
to about 84 feet abaft the bow. 

District Craft—Progress has been 
made in the program of yard craft re- 
placement in accordance with the sur- 
vey made the previous year. However, 
there still remains a deficiency in the 
standard quotas amounting to approxi- 
mately $1,300,000 under the cognizance 
of this bureau. 

Submarine Protective Devices 

Progress toward completion on all 
submarines in commission of the pro- 
gram of alterations to improve safety 
and facilitate rescue and salvage has 
been delayed somewhat by the reorgan- 
ization of the fleet and the resulting 
changes in home yards of the vessels; 
but the great majority of all items on 
which investigation has been complet- 
ed and work authorized has been fin- 
ished on all submarines, and there is 
every indication that the end of the 
present year will see the program com- 
pleted, excepting those items whose in- 
vestigation has not yet been completed 
or has only recently been concluded. 


Ships Out of Commission 

The number of ships out of commis- 
sion on June 30, 1931, was 251, a net 
reduction of 35 in the number out of 
commission at the end of the preceding 
fiscal year. 

While the above-mentioned reduction 
in ships out of commission has resulted 
in a corresponding reduction in expen- 
ditures for care and preservation work, 
the limited funds under the appropria- 
tion that could be allotted for this work 


| made it necessary, as in previous years, 


to limit the work undertaken on the re- 
maining ships out of commission to 
that necessary to prevent further de- 
terioration. While the reports received 
indicate that such work as is necessary 


| for this purpose has-been accomplished 
| the majority of these vessels are not in 
| a condition for prompt recommission- 


ing and a considerable expenditure of 
time and funds would be required for 


| alterations and repairs and for the com-

Pensacola, Northampton and Augusta, 
the scheduled overhauls afforded suffi- 
cient time to permit the replacement of 
the original blade bilge keels with 
larger bilge keels of the V-shaped de- 
In the case of the remaining 
cruisers, the Salt Lake City, Chester, 
Louisville, Chicago and Houston, the 
original blade-bilge keels were extend- 
ed in depth by adding structural plat- 
ing in the form of a single blade. 

As a means of further reducing the 
rolling, pairs of antirolling tanks were 
installed, as a trial installation, on the 
Northampton and on the Pensacola. 
Similar installations are contemplated 
for the other heavy cruisers. The tanks 
are designed to operate automatically. 
Their dampening effect can be throttled 
as desired by their control valves. 

Improvement of the bridges of the 
heavy cruisers, which ineludes on each 
vessel the enlargement of the chart 
house and bridges and the fitting of 


was undertaken on the Pensacola and 
the Northampton.

pletion of outfits before they could be 
returned to active service. 

While the rubber compounds used in 
these masks are of superior grade and 
contain antioxidant to retard deteriora- 
tion, it has been considered that better 
storage facilities than those aboard 
ship should be made available for gas 
masks to preserve the masks and have 
them available at all times for a war 
emergency. In view of this there has 
been established a procedure for stor- 
ing war masks ashore. The masks are 
now being turned in by the ships to 
which they were originally issued and 
the yards and depots designated for 


such storage have been given complete © 


instructions for their proper packing 
and maintenance. 

There has been recently developed a 
new type of automatic relief valve for 
divers’ helmets. Exhaustive tests of 
this valve at the experimental diving 
unit, Navy Yard, Washington, D. C., 
have indicated that it has numerous ad- 
vantages over the present helmet valve, 
in its ease and positiveness of opera- 
tion, and supplies a long felt want by 
virtue of the fact that with it installed 
in the helmet and properly operating 
it is impossible for the diver to “blow 
up.” This latter condition has been 
one of the serious hazards of deep-sea 
diving. It is felt that the development 
of this valve is a long step toward the 
elimination of diving hazards. 

High Tensile Steel 


During the past year the investiga- 
tion of 1% per cent manganese steel as 
a substitute for high-tensile steel was 
completed with the view to developing 











President’s Message 
PRESIDENT HOOVER, in his 

annual message to Congress 
delivered December 8, referred to 
National Defense as follows: 

“Both our Army and Navy have 
been maintained in a high state .. 
of efficiency. The ability and de- 
votion of both officers and men 
sustain the highest traditions of 
the service. Reductions and post- 
ponements in expenditure of these 
departments to meet the present 
emergency are being made with- 
out reducing existing personnel 
or impairing the morale of either 
establishment. 

“The agreement between the 
leading naval powers for limita- 
tion of naval armaments and es- 
tablishment of their relative 
strength and thus elimination of 
competitive building also implies 
for ourselves the gradual expan- 
sion of the deficient categories in 
our Navy to the parities provided 
in those treaties. However, none 
of the ‘other nations, parties to 
these agreements, is today main- 
taining the full fate of construc- 
tion which the treaty size of fleets 
would imply. 

“Although these agreements se- 
cured the maximum reduction of 
fleets which it was at that time 
possible to attain, I am hopeful 
that the naval powers, party to 
these agreements, will realize that 
establishment of relative strength 
in itself offers opportunity for 
further reduction without injury 
to any of them. This would be 
the more possible if pending ne- 
gotiations are successful between 
Franec and Italy. If the world is 
to regain its standards of life, it 
must further decrease both nava! 
and other arms. The subject will 
come before the General Disarma- 
ment Conference which meets in 








Geneva on February 2 next.” 





New Legion Post 

Ft. Sill, Okla.—With Tch. Sgt. Tom

information regarding: its physical and 
fabricating properties. This steel which 
is similar in properties to Admiralty 
“D” metal used by the British Navy, 
has not proven entirely satisfactory as 
regards welding. A further investiga- 
tion has therefore been undertaken 
with the-hope of developing informa- 
tion regarding the physical and fabri- 
cating properties of a 2% per cent 
nickel steel. Tanks of this steel are 
being constructed at two navy yards 
and are to be tested to destruction for 
information as to the ease with which 
the steel punches, forms, rivets and 
welds in comparison with the present 
high-tensile steel. A preliminary in- 
vestigation is also under way to deter- 
mine the physical properties and weld- 
ing qualities of a chromium-manganese 
silicon steel developed by a manufac- 
turer of alloying materials. A similar 
preliminary investigation is under way 
to obtain the same information regard- 
ing a manganese-nickel-silicon steel de- 
veloped by one of -the largest steel pro- 
ducers in the United States. It is ex- 
pected that one or more of these three 
steels will prove better than the pres- 
ent high-tensile steel in all respects, 
and will also be adaptable to welding. 
The principal property sought is a 
higher elastic limit than is ordinarily 
obtainable from a rolled carbon steel.

It is of course possible to put a ship 
in ‘reserve and keep her in first class 
material condition—but you cannot 
keep her in shape with a _ skeleton 
crew. What actually happens is that 
an inspection board finds the crew so 
far behind the depreciation that they 
throw a bunch of high paid civilian 
workers aboard to catch up with the 
inevitable. Then watch the money fly 
—and after that down she goes again. 
Take a ship out of Reserve, overhaul 
her and slap on a new crew. Before 
the last line is cast off the Navy Yard 


‘ dock the myriad of little kinks begin 


to show up. Little things that do not 
show up until the Skipper rings for 
more speed when you get clear of the 
Capes. There is not much efficiency 
noted for weeks—you can quote me as 
being “agin it.”

THE PURPLE HEART 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
Fok outstanding services during the 

World War decorations of several 
kinds were awarded by the government 
of the United States to its military 
personnel. There were, for personal 
gallantry in action, graded according 
to the degree of gallantry, the Medal 
of Honor, the Distinguished Service 
Cross and the Silver Star. Recom- 
mendations for decorations were acted 
upon by a board of officers. In many 
cases, by the action of this board, 
those recommended for the Medal of 
Honor received the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Cross and those recommended for 
the Cross received the Silver Star. 
Likewise, for outstanding service in 
positions of responsibility, the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal was awarded. 
All of the foregoing were true deco- 
rations in that they carried some mark 
of distinction to be worn upon the 
uniform. Those who received these 
awards also have the same noted op- 
posite their names in the Army Reg- 
ister. 

In the cases of many of those 
recommended for the Distinguished 
Service Medal, often for service com- 
bining both responsibility and distin- 
guished service in action at the front, 
the Decorations Board decided that 
their services did not warrant the 
award of the D. S. M. and, there be- 
ing no decoration of lower grade au- 
thorized as there was in the case of 
personal gallantry, these individuals 
were given a Citation certificate “For 
Exceptionally Meritorious and Con- 
spicuous Services,” which however, 
carries with it no mark of any sort 
for wear on the uniform and no nota- 
tion in the Army Register. 

It is greatly to be hoped that when 
the Order of the Purple Heart is re- 
established it will be made to cover 
the exceptionally meritorious and con- 
spicuous services for which the Cita- 
tion Certificate has been awarded.

Army Budget Cuts 


(Continued from First Page) 

for 1933 down to $31,263,565. The big- 
gest slice out of the Guard’s appro- 
priations is that for Summer camp 
training, which comes down to $8,078,- 
354, a reduction of $1,383,778 under 
the appropriations for the current fis- 
cal year. But, dire as these cuts ap- 
pear, the worst blow is the inclusion of 
provisions in both the items for Sum- 
mer camp training and for armory 
drill pay which rigid!y holds the Guard 
to these amounts and prohibits the 
creation of deficits such as virtually 
always have occurred in the past in 
order to comply with the National De- 
fense Act. 

The provision in the item for Sum- 
mer reads, “Provided, That attendance 
at camps of instruction shall be so 
limited that the cost of such camps, to- 
gether with other expenses under this 
item, can be met within the amounts 
made available, in this Act for such 
camps.” 

The item for armory drill pay is re- 
stricted as follows: “Provided, That 
for the fiscal year 1933 armory drills 
shall be restricted to such numbers as 
can be provided without exceeding the 
amounts made available in this Act for 
such drills.” 

That these two restrictions consti- 
tute a direct blow at the efficiency and 
morale of this important component of 
the Army of the United States is evi- 
dent even to the layman. Their enact- 
ment into lawwould mean that the Na- 
tional Guard would have to restrict ar- 
bitrarily its attendance at Summer 
camps and would have to curtail its 
number of armory drills somewhat be- 
low the minimum of 48 set in the Na- 
tional Defense Act. 

These two items (Summer camps 
and armory drill pay) provide for the 
actual military training of the Guard. 


| The carrying forward of the normal 
: functioning of this training for the 


current fiscal year will cost approxi- 
mately $22,554,400, including the defi- 
ciency bill to be introduced. Under 
the Bureau of the Budget’s recommend- 
ed program the Guard will have to get 
along on $2,891,178 less. The only way 
to do it would be to train less men or 
train them less thoroughly. 
Housing Eliminated 

The biggest cut in the entire military 
budget is the elimination of new con- 
struction, which represents a saving of 
about $18,545,910. The item carries 
estimates for $2,250,000, but this pro- 
vides merely for repayment of contract 
authorization (contracts which the 
Army had been authorized to enter 
into but for which no previous appro- 
priations had been made). 

There is a ray of hope here, how- 
ever, for Representative W. Frank 
James will sponsor personally a build- 
ing program of about $15,000,000 sep- 
arate from the regular appropriations. 
Representative Percy Quin already has 
signified his intention of supporting 
any housing program which Mr. James 
will introduce. 

Other Decreases , 

There is a decided decrease in the 
item for subsistence of the Army, a 
cut of about $6,303,741, due to the de- 
creased cost of the ration components 
which now amounts to about 37 cents a 
day instead of the 47 cents a day esti- 
mated on last year. Regular Army 
supplies are cut $567,580 because of 
the decreased cost of forage. Clothing 
and equipage goes down $1,611,860, due 
to the decline in commodity costs. 

The item for barracks and quarters, 
under which repair and maintenance 1s 
paid, is carried at $1,129,226 less than 
the current year. This is due in part 
to the proposed deferment of new con- 
struction, but undoubtedly will result 
in necessitating the deferment of some 
necessary work of this character. The 
“repair of arsenals,” a similar fund 
that applies only to Ordnance Depart- 
ment arsenals, likewise and for the 
same reason suffers a decrease of 
$204,400. 

The estimates for seacoast defenses 
are cut $399,763. This cut will be 
made possible only by the postpone- 
ment of augmentation projects. 

The appropriations for the United 
States Military Academy are cut 
$105,729, due to deferment of repairs 
and maintenance work. 

The Organized Reserve appropria- 
tions lose $183,437, explained as due 
to lower commodity costs and reduced 
cost of flying hours. 

The Citizens Military Training 
Camp item is decreased $175,505, due 





Financial Digest 

THE PRESENT weakness in the rail 

shares seems not directly connected 
with possible -forthcoming develop- 
ments affecting the railroad situation 
as a whole, except perhaps the belief 
that the rail brotherhoods may not ac- 
cept the wage reduction, thereby forc- 
ing protracted negotiations, but is 
more concerned over individual divi- 
dend uncertainties, according to infor- 
mation from E. A. Pierce & Co. The 
New Haven omission was not unex- 
pected. 

The President’s message to Con- 
gress furnished no specific reason for 
the weakness in the market which fol- 
lowed publication. There is, of course, 
no assuraance as to the length of time 
required before Congress will take final 
action on the recommendations put 
forth by President Hoover. 

The slashes in retail milk prices 
throughout the East, a development 
which seems to be spreading, is prob- 
ably to some extent responsible for the 
weakness in stocks like National Dairy 
Products and Borden. Both companies 
will show current dividend rates earned 
this year, and there is no reason to 
doubt their strong treasury positions 








to the decreased cost of supplies and 
equipment. The same number of 
trainees are provided for. 


Items Increased 

The heading “Transportation of the 
Army” increases $638,725. This item 
includes animal, horse drawn, water, 
rail and motor transportation, among 
which are fluctuations. The greatest 
change under this heading is that of 
procurement of motor vehicles, which 
jumps from $490,800 carried in last 
year’s appropriation bill to $1,298,500 
estimated for 1933. This increase is 
to the inclusion of the first increment 
of a seven-year procurement plan for 
motor vehicles for the Army—long 
needed but now absolutely necessitated 
because of the mounting costs of keep- 
ing in operation the antiquated vee 
hicles left over from the World War. 

The pay of the Army item is in- 
creased by $1,791,742, caused entirely 
by statutory increases, that is the nore 
mal flow from the lower into the up- 
per pay grades. 

The money for purchase of land is 
estimated at $259,557 greater than last 
year. This will cost part of the West 
Point project, for which $1,500,000 was 
authorized last year. 

The Ordnance Service and Supplies 
increases $618,425, which will provide 
for additional procurement of tanks 
and armored cars and increased reno- 
vation of ammunition. 

The appropriations for the Reserve 
Officers Training Corps go up $104,- 
404, due to the second increment of the 
new distinctive uniform for the stu- 
dents. Last year only one-third of the 
amount necessary for two years of this 
uniform program was appropriated, so 
two-thirds are necessitated this year. 
Hereafter, it is planned to make the 
appropriation each year at half the 
amount needed for the bi-annual pro- 
curement. 

Numerous other items go slightly 
up or down, but in most cases this is 
due to fluctuations in commodity costs.

Navy League 


(Instead of the apology demanded 
by President Hoover, Mr. William 
Howard Gardiner, President of the 
Navy League, this week renewed his 
attack upon Mr. Hoover's naval policy, 
asking for a Congressional investiga- 
tion “of his entire conduct of our na- 
val affairs.” Following the publication 
of a pamphlet written by Mr. Gardiner, 
in which it was said that the President 
was “abysmally ignorant” of and had 
“starved” the Navy, Mr. Hoover ap- 
pointed a committee to review the 
pamphlet and demonstrate “its un- 
truths and distortions of fact.” In an 
open letter to the members of the Navy 
League, extracts from which appear 
below, Mr. Gardiner replies to certain 
of this committee’s findings, which 
were not answered in a previous 
statement of the Navy League, signed 
by Mr. Walter Bruce Howe, chairman 
of the Board of that organization). 





Hereunder are refutations of allega- 
tions made in both the report and the 
letter transmitting it on Nov. 7 last 
that were signed by the Committee 
that President Hoover appointed for 
the by him avowed purpose of demon- 
strating that statements made in a 
pamphlet entitled “The President and 
the Navy,” that we published on Oct. 
28 were, to quote him, “untruths and 
distortions of fact.” * * * 

On Nov. 25 * * * a letter addressed 
to the Members of our Board of Direc- 
tors by their Chairman * * *  defi- 
nitely demonstrated, among other 
things, that Mr. Hoover’s Committee 
on alleged “untruths and distortions of 
fact” finds itself in the unfortunate 
position of having signed a _ report 
wherein it alleges that “the United 
States has under construction at the 
present time a larger total tonnage 
than any other Power” (95,100 tons) 
whereas, in its same report, it says 
that “France is building at the present 
time 137,424 tons”; and of having sign- 
ed a report wherein it alleges we had 
said that “the actual auxiliary ship 
ratio of Japan is 13.1” to that of 10.0 
for the United States, whereas we had 
said no such thing but, on the con- 
trary, had said that the American- 
Japanese ratio in this respect was 10.0 
—10.0—a misquotation in the report 
that Mr. Hoover’s Committee signed 
upon which glaring inaccuracy on its 
own part it repeatedly relies to at- 
tack the accuracy of the assertions we 
made although, in its entire report, it 
failed to prove that any tonnage fig- 
ure we have given or ratio figure we 
have deduced therefrom is not correct. 

As the Chairman of our Board said 
of this in his above cited letter: “Such 
erroneous statements and conclusions 
appearing with the names of the dis- 
tinguished Committee have, if uncor- 
rected, as unfortunate an effect as if 
made with deliberate intent to misin- 
form the public.” 

The first specific allegation in the 
letter wherewith Mr. Hoover’s Com- 
mittee transmits to him the report it 
signed is that we said “that the Wash- 
ington Naval Treaty established a ra- 
tio of 10—6 as between the American 
and Japanese fleets as a whole.” 

We did not say that. The fact that 
the Washington Naval Treaty limited 
the aggregate tonnages of only the 
capital ship and aircraft carrier cate- 
gories is so well known as not to call 
for specific reiteration. Indeed, its 
limitation of the capital ship category 
saved other Powers the expense of at- 
tempting to build up relatively to the 
capital ships we then had approaching 
completion and which we _ scrapped. 
And having been saved such expense, 
they were in all the better position to 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
left open by the Washington Treaty to 
build unlimited aggregate tonnages of 
all categories other than capital ships 
and aircraft carriers. Thus under the 
provisions of the Washington Naval 
Treaty and outside of its limitations, 
between its date of signature in 1922 
and the opening of the London Naval 
Conference of 1930, the British Empire 
laid down nearly 270,000 tons of sea- 
going combatant naval vessels, the 
Japanese Empire about 235,000 tons, 
France nearly 220,000 tons, and Italy 
over 130,000 tons while the United 
States had laid down merely about 
90,000 tons of such vessels. In short, 
even Italy laid down more new sea- 
going naval tonnage than the United 
States while the other three treaty 
Powers averaged among them each to 
build about three times as much new 
tonnage as we did. * * * 

The disproportionate building stated 
above indicates, in a general way, why 
it would be altogether proper for the 
United States now to be building much 








more tonnage than any other Treaty 
Power if, as the Honorable Charles E. 
Hughes recommended after presiding 
over the Washington Conference, we 
are to “maintain the relative naval 
strength of the United States.” 

To this end there was issued as of 
Dec. 1, 1922, a specific and official 
statement of American naval policy, 
signed by the then Secretary of the 
Navy, which proposed, among other 
things, “to make the capital ship ratios 
the basis of building effort in all 
classes of fighting ships.” 

Thus, while ‘not an international 
agreement as to auxiliaries, the 10—6 
ratio was adopted by and for the 
United States as the established ratio 
on which to base the building of 
auxiliary categories. of combatant 
ships. 

Consequently, the Party Platform on 
which President Coolidge was elected 
in 1924 provided that “we pledge our- 
selves to round out and maintain the 
Navy to the full strength provided the 
United States by the letter and spirit 
of the (Washington) Limitation of 
Armament Conference,” a provision 
that was made even more specific in 
the Party Platform that Mr. Hoover 
explicitly accepted and upon which he 
was elected to the Presidency of the 
United States in 1928, which 
Platform said: “We pledge ourselves 
to round out and maintain’ the 
Navy in all types of combatant 
ships to the full ratio provided for 
the United States by the Washington 
Treaty for the Limitation of Naval 
Armaments and any amendment there- 

"a pledge that Mr. Hoover has 
taken no step of material moment to 
carry out since he has been in office. 

The second specific allegation in the 
letter of transmittal signed by Mr. 
Hoover’s Committee seems to seek to 
convey the impression that we said 
“that the ratios established by the Lon- 
don Naval Treaty are effective prior to 
Dec. 31, 1936,” 

Here again Mr. Hoover’s Commit- 
tee imputes to us that we said some- 
thing we did not say and then criti- 
cized us for its own misstatement. 

What the London Naval Treaty does 
is to set up, category by category and 
sub-category by sub-category, certain 
aggregate tonnage quotas of under-age 
ships that are the maximum limits not 
to be exceeded on Dec. 31, 1936. Where 
one or more of the signatory Powers 
may have a present excess in one or 
more categories or sub-categories, they 
are to scrap down “gradually” during 
the life of the Treaty to the stipulated 
quotas. And where they may be below 
such quotas, they are permitted to 
build up to them, under certain provi- 
sions, but not to exceed them during 
the life of the Treaty—although there 
is a provision that the United States 
is not permitted to lay down its maxi- 
mum quota of large-gun cruisers other- 
wise than on a schedule that would 
preclude its completion until a year or 
more after the expiration of the 
Treaty. 

It is pertinent to present program 
problems, however, to note that where- 
as the over-all American-British-Ja- 
panese treaty quotas for under-age 
auxiliaries are respectively 661,200 
tons, 676,700 tons, and 448,050 tons, 
the total tonnage of auxiliary under- 
age vessels built and building as of 
Oct. 1, 1931, were merely 456,050 tons 
for the United States, but 597,281 tons 
for the British and 455,985 tons for the 
Japanese. : 

Thus while the treaty quotas are in 
the ratio of about 10.0—10.2—6.8, the 
tonnage ratios for such ships actually 
built and building, as of last October, 
were about 10.0—13.1—10.0. And it 
is also of timely interest to note in con- 
nection with present program prob- 
lems that the above tonnage figures 
show that whereas in October the 
United States had less than 70 per 
cent of its treaty quota in under-age 
auxiliaries built and building, the 
British had over 88 per cent of their 
quota and the Japanese over 100 per 
cent of their quota built and building. 

To state such figures and their rela- 
tionships is not to allege that the 
quotas should be attained before the 
end of the Treay at the close of 
1996 °° * 

The passage in our pamphlet that 
Mr. Hoover’s Committee next com- 
ments on in the letter of transmittal it 
signed, reads, in our words, that “The 
President’s initiative for a conference 
led to his conversations at the Rapi- 
dan with the British Prime Minister 
which, admittedly, reached agreements 
that have never officially been divulged 
in their entirety;—which suggests why 
the Administration refused to allow 
even an executive session of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations to 








see the full record of its negotiations 
and possible commitments preparatory 
to the London Naval Conference of 
1930.” 

The Honorable Henry L. Stimson, 
Secretary of State, made the following 
public comments, among others, on 
this, on Oct. 30, 1931: 

“The statement says that there were 
admittedly agreements at the Rapidun 
‘never officially divulged in their en- 
tirety’ This is entirely false and has 
been publicly refuted many times. 

“The statement says that ‘the ad- 
ministration refused to allow even an 
executive session of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations to see the 
full record of its negotiations and yos- 
sible commitments preparatory to the 
London Naval Conference of 1930.’ 
This also is false. 

“We never refused to ailow the Sen- 
ate Committee to see them in executive 
session. This committee never sat in 
executive session. The whole statement 
is entirely false.” 

As to the Honorable Mr. Stimson’s 
statement that the Commitee on For- 
eign Relations “never sat in executive 
session”: 

The official report on the “Hearings 
before the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations, United States Senate, Sevent;- 
First Congress, Second Session, on 
Treaty on the Limitation of Naval 
Armaments” shows that in the course 
of its consideration of the London Na- 
val Treaty the Committee sat in execu- 
tive sesson on the 12th, 20th, 23rd, 26th 
and 28th of May, 1930. It is also of 
record that the Committee sat in execu- 
tive session on the 2nd, 9th, 10th, 12th, 
17th, 18th and 23rd of June. 

A special session of the Senate, call- 
ed to act on the London Naval Treaty, 
sat from the 7th to the 21st of the 
ensuing July. It is to be presumed 
that had the Committee on Foreign 
Relations received matter for consid- 
eration only in executive session be- 
tween those dates, an executive session 
would have been held. 

The Honorable Mr. Stimson says, 
with respect to the full record of the 
Administration’s negotiations and pos- 
sible commitments preparatory to the 
London Naval Conference, “We never 
refused to allow the Senate Committee 
to see them in executive session.” 

On July 7 Senator McKellar intro- 
duced a resolution that was passed by 
a vote of 53 to 4 in the Senate on July 
10, in the folléwing form: * ** * 

“Whereas The President and Secre- 
tary. of State refused te submit the 
papers and documents requested by the 
Foreign Relations Committee: Now, 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That The President be, 
and is hereby, requested, if not incom- 
patible with the public interest, to sub- 
mit to the Senate, with such recom- 
mendations as he may make respecting 
their use, all letters, cablegrams min- 
utes, memoranda, instructions, and dis- 
patches and all records, files, and other 
information touching the negotiations 
of said London Naval Treaty, to the 
end that the Senate may be able to do 
and perform its constitutional obliga- 
tions with respect to advising and con- 
senting to and ratifying such treaty or 
rejecting same. * 6 

Nevertheless, on the day following 
the passage of the McKellar resolution, 
President Hoover, in a message to the 
Senate, refused to transmit to it the 
matters requested, alleging that to do 
so would be a breach of confidence but, 
at the same time, asserting that there- 
in were no secret agreements, etc. 

These refutations, from official 
sources, of the Honorable Mr. Stim- 
son’s allegations of false statements on 
our part leave to be answered orly 
his statement to the effect that it is 
“entirely false” to say that the Hoover- 
MacDonald conversations at the Rapi- 
dan reached agreements that have 
never been officially divulged in their 
entirety. 

In the joint statement issued on Oct. 
9, 1929, by President Hoover and Prime 
Minister MacDonald upon the conclu- 
sion of their conversations, the follow- 
ing passage appears: 

“In view of the security afforded by 
the peace pact, we have been able to 
end, we trust forever, all competitive 
building between ourselves with the 
risk of war and the waste of public 
money involved, by agreeing to a 
parity of fleets, category by category.” 

The admission of agreements reach- 
ed have not to our knowledge been of 
gory by category agreements as to 
parity of fleets thus admittedly reach- 
ed have not to uor knowledge been of- 
ficially divulged as such in their en- 
tirety. * * * 

In conclusion as to this particu’ar 
matter, it seems thai when -p -acfor- 
ence agreements are mentioned by

This is an implication of the Adminis- 
tration’s that is in no way warranted 
by the text of our pamphiet that Mr. 
Hoover’s Committee sought to discredit, 

In its letter of transmittal, Mr. 
Hoover’s Committee takes exception to 
our having said in our pamphlet that 
“within five months of entering ine 
White House, President Foover held 
up the building of the first five of the 
15 cruisers Congress had just ordered 
be built on a definite time schedule— 
and he did this as a friendly gesture 
preparatory to a naval conference he 
proposed, a gesture that was not com- 
mensurately copied by other prospec- 
tive participants although, when 
judged by treaty ratios, they greatly 
excelled us in under-age ships built and 
building.” * * * 

Congress authorized the building of 
15 cruisers under Public—No. 726~— 
70th Congress, approved Feb, 13, 1929, 
and made initial appropriations for the 
first ten of them under the Naval Ap- 
propriation Act approved March 2, 
1929. The former reads in part as fol- 
lows as to its authorizing “the con- 
struction of 15 light cruisers—accord- 
ing to the following program: 

“(a) Five light cruisers during vach 
of the fiscal years ending June 40, 
1929, 1930 and 1931, to cost, inciuding 
armor and armament, not to exceed 
$17,000,000 each. 

* * * . 

Mr. Hoover became President on 
March 4, 1929, but the construction of 
none of the first five cruisers was un- 
dertaken in the fiscal year ending on 
the 30th of the ensuing June. While 
this delay may have been due in part 
to the work of completing plans, it 
may similarly have been incidental to 
moves that Mr. Hoover was then mak- 
ing, notably in the League of Nations 
Preparatory Commission at Geneva, 
for the reduction of armaments. * * * 
Such delay was, however, within the 
law; for Congress had provided * * * 
that if the building of these cruisers 
were not undertaken in the fiscal year 
1929, it should be undertaken in the 
next fiscal year. 

On July 12, 192%, orders were given 
to Government navy yards to under- 
take the building of cruisers No. 32, 
No. 34 and No. 36. But, on the 24th 
of the same month, Mr. Hoover issued 
a statement in which he said that, in 
view of a statement of the previous 
day in the British Parliament by the 
Prime Minister, announcing suspen- 
sion of the construction of certain Brit- 
ish naval vessels, “it is the desire of 
the United States to show equal good 
will in our approach to the problem” 
of naval reduction. 

ok a ok 

Mr. Hoover’s Committtee states that 
because the British suspended all work 
on the cruisers Surrey and Northum- 
berland and canceled the contracts on 
the submarine tender Maidstone and on 
two submarines, that was commen- 
surate to the above described delays in 
our building of cruisers. 

This allegation does not seem to take 
into consideration the fact that, in 
July of 1929, the British had 14 under- 
age large-gun cruisers and 39 under- 
age small-gun cruisers in commission, 
whereas the United States then had 
not a single large-gun cruiser in com- 
mission and merely 10 under-age 
small-gun cruisers. In view of their 
having then 53 under-age cruisers to 
our 10 in commission, it would hardly 
seem that their suspension was com- 
mensurate to ours. 

To this it should be added that as 
the Japanese, French and Italians did 
not then suspend any construction re-

¢iprocally to the American and British 
suspensions, there is no question but 
what Mr. Hoovers’ gesture was not 
commensurately copied by any of the 

other naval treaty Powers. 

The last specific allegation that Mr. 

oover’s Committee mistakenly attri- 

utes to us is that we said “That The 
esident intended under the one year 
oliday’ to forego our treaty rights to 
7 on the construction of 87,600 
ns of naval vessels, including the 
Beven cruisers now building.” 

This mistaken allegation comes from 
the discussion by Mr. Hoover’s Com- 
mittee of Table IV and its context in 
our pamphlet on “The President and 
The Navy”—a discussion to which his 
Committee devoted about one-quarter 
of its report. 

This discussion has been adequately 
refuted by the Chairman of our Board 
in his letter to our Directors, dated 
Nov. 25 last and previously referred to 
herein. * * * 

As the Committee appointed by Mr. 
Hoover avowedly with the purpose of 
showing up what he mistakenly al- 
leged to be “untruths and distortions 
of fact” on our part has not only fail- 
ed to do so but apparently has felt 
constrained to sign a report and letter 
of transmittal themselves evidently 
distorted, there would not now seem 
to be any further occasion to consider 
this miscarriage of a highly organized 
effort to discredit the Navy League 
seemingly because we told unpalatable 
truths. 

On the other hand, it is of primary 
and pressing importance to determine 
whether the general and budgetary 

licy of Mr. Hoover toward the 

nited States Navy is based on ade- 
quate appreciation of the reasons why 
we maintain a navy and of the charac- 
teristics requisite in a navy to satisfy 
such requirements. 

In his appointment of his Committee 
he specifically excluded such subjects 
from its considerations although al- 
most half of the text of our pamphlet 
that his committee was appointed to 
refute, dealt with a phase of his na- 
val policy. 

This latter was his repeated proposal 
“that food supplies should be made im- 
mune from interference in time of war 
* * * not alone upon humane grounds, 
but that the haunting fears of nations 
who must live from over the sea might 
be relaxed and the sacrifices which 
they make for naval strength might be 
lessened.” 

This misguided effort seemingly to 
help countries situated as is England 
impinged upon those exceedingly com- 
plex and basic principles that have to 
do with the influence of sea power 
upon the rise and fall of peoples and 
that, most regrettably, are not gen- 
erally appreciated. 

Careful consideration of Mr. 
Hoover’s proposal, in the light of such 
appreciation, led us to the conclusion 
that acceptance of it would have re- 
sults the reverse of humane, would 
militate against the interests and 
weight of the United States in world 
affairs, and that it would not be ac- 
ceptable to the very people he seem- 
ingly designed it to help. ° 

It being inconceivable that one oc- 
cupying that most exalted of offices, 
the Presidency of the United States, 
with its immeasurable responsibilities 
primarily to and for the present and 
future United States, could have made 
such a proposal understandingly, the 
only alternative was to view his pro- 
posing an all considered nostrum—a 
the highly complex subject in hand pro- 
posing an ill considered nostrum— a 
view that led inevitably to the conclu- 
sion that his having made such a pro- 
posal showed a virtualiy total lack of 
appreciation on the part of Mr. Hoover 
of at least some of the basic reasons 
why navies are maintained and of how 
they are used to accomplish their ma- 
jor mission. 

By a (for us) happy coincidence, on 
the first of this month there was is- 
sued the “Survey of American Foreign 
Relations, 1931,” from the Yale Uni- 
versity Press on behalf of the Council 
on Foreign Relations of which latter 
the Honorable Elihu Root is Honorary 
President and the Honorable John W. 
Davis is President. This “Survey” 
was prepared by Professor Charles P. 
Howland, of Yale, Director of Re- 
search for the Council,.with the assist- 
ance of Professor Edwin F. Gay of 
Harvard, the Honorable George W. 
Wickersham, Dr. Isaiah Bowman, Mr. 
Whitney H. Shepardson and Professor 
Wesley C. Mitchell of Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

In this “Survey” is an extended con- 





sideration specifically of Mr. Hoover's 
proposal to immunize food supplies in 
time of war which comes to the conclu- 
sion that such a scheme would be op- 
posed by the strongest powers in Eu- 
rope because it “would destroy the of- 
fensive value of sea power at the root.” 

The Navy League takes this occasion 
to express throughout our country its 
great gratitude for this wholly unex- 
pected criticism of Mr. Hoover’s pro- 
posal and collateral support of our 
point of view, in this particular re- 
spect, by these very distinguished gen- 
tlemen. 

In conclusion it seems appropriate to 
recall that Mr. Hoover, after showing 
such a lack of personal understanding 
as to naval matters, has alleged in the 
statement that he issued on our last 
Navy Day, in effect, that, as he be- 
lieves our Navy and Army now to be 
strong enough to repel invasion, they 
should not be increased lest so doing 
increase ill-will in other countries— 
and this although our Navy is, in 2s- 
sential respects, much weaker than aic 
those of other Naval Treaty Powers 
when judged by treaty quotas. 

For him to take such a position is to 
go back on the platform on which he 
was elected and to turn his back on 
such parity principles as are claimed 
for the London Naval Treaty. And

furthermore, it is, in effect, to express 
complacence at the existing naval su- 
periority of other powers and to deny 
our naval protection to our distant out- 
lying possessions and to our vitaliy 
important world-wide trade. 

Such a misconception of the duties 
of our Navy and the consequent finan- 
cial policy of Mr. Hoover toward our 
Navy are the present naval problems 
that cry for a Congressional investiga- 
tion into his entire conduct of our na- 
val affairs. And it is to such subjects 
that we hope to be allowed to devote 
our attention rather than to rebutting 
Mr. Hoover’s organized efforts to dis- 
credit the Navy League seemingly be- 
cause it states truths unpalatable to 
him.

in extenuation of fault or neglect. It 
was never contemplated by Congress 
that this power in the Secretary of 
War to excuse a particular company or 
unit, upon a proper showing made by 
it, should be used as a means of sus- 
pending the operation of law as to the 
entire Guard. 

The Guard is conscious of the finan- 
cial difficulties of the Government and 
is not now asking for added burdens 
upon the Government, but it does ask 
the privilege of carrying out the direc- 
tive fixed by Congress. It does ask 
that it have the opportunity of being 
well-trained in order to justify the ex- 
penditure upon it of funds appropri- 
ated for this purpose. 

If you want a football team, to re- 
turn to the former figure of speech, 
how disastrous will be the result if you 
restrict the coach, not only: to training 
only half a dozen men for the team, but 
to further restrict him by saying that 
he shall not practice with his team but 
once a month! It would be another 
case of “Penny wise and pound 
foolish.” If we are to have a football 
team, let’s have a good team. Let’s not 
have a team that we’re ashamed of. If 
we have not enough money to train a 
football team and make it efficie.t, 
let’s try our hand at backgammon. 
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
